EFFECT OF BLAINE’S LETTER 


THE HARRISON CAMPAIGN MADE 
EASIER BY 11. 


MANY OPINIONS EXPRESSED IN WASH- 
INGTON—AN INCLINATION TO AT- 
TRIBUTE THE WITHDRAWAL TO ILL 
HEALTH—THE ATTITUDE OF THE 
PRESIDENT’S FRIENDS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Everybody talked to- 
day about the Blaine letter. In every corner of 
the Capitol it was the subject of conversation 
and in every group of men there was a different 
shade of opinion about it. 

The Republicans, who last night were averse 
to expressing an opinion, fearing that the letter 


- would be repudiated to-day, had been obliged to 


admit that it was apparently genuine, and 
thase who were last night inclined to question its 
sincerity had about reached the conclusion that 
it was meant to be a declination, although it 
is still criticised as a composition very unlike 
Mr. Blaine in its English and also in its 
lack of spirit and fight. One prominent 
Republican, who would not allow his 
name to be quoted, when spoken to 
about the letter, looked at it when 
it was shown him at midnight, paused a long 
time, then asked if it was unquestionably genu- 
ine, then declared, “It does not sound like 
Blaine,” and, after another prolonged pause, 
said, with a sigh: ‘“ Thatis the end of Blaine’s 
string. He has passed out.” 

Senator Sherman, who was waked up at mid- 
night to say what he thought about the letter, 
asked for more time tothink about it. This 
morning, when approached by his visitor again, 
he declared that he needed more time to think 
about it. Then his visitor asked: ‘‘ May I say 
that you may be a candidate?” 

The Senator reflected a moment. “ You may 
say,” he answered, “that I will not be a candil- 
date. [have had all I want of seeking the 
Presidency. I shall not try for itagain. I have 


been bought and sold out too often. No, I shall 
not be a candidate.” 

Everywhere the inclination among Repub- 
licans is to attribute Blaine’s declination 
rather to his ill health than to his fear of his 
inability to carry the convention. Among the 
friends of the Administration there ure men 
who have to-day asserted that the President 
and his Cabinet have been protecting Blaine 
ever siace he entered the Department of State. 
They say that he has been constantly in feeble 
health, physicaliy and mentally, since he 
became Secretary of State, and that 
most of the work that was not. done 
by him had to be performed by 
the President with the assistance of the other 
Secretaries. These men say that the evidences 
of Blaine’s mental decay have been s0 
many and plain that’ the President 
has felt unwilling to leave to him 
the care of delicate questions, and they have 
been taken off Blaine’s hands whenever it be- 
came evident they were becoming at all intri- 
cate or calculated to give the head of the State 
Department any anxiety. 

Blaine seems to have been induced to keep in 
the Cabinet, even in his comparatively useless 
condition, by a desire to retain bis prominence 
and his vantage ground of observation for the 
sake of his friends. 

Democrats who have suspected the real state 
of affairs have regarded the management of the 
President as very shrewd, as the retention of 
Blaine kept his partisans quiet until it 
is now too late to organize them 
in an_ effective column against Harri- 
son. The attachment of Blaine men for 
Blaine is a feeling that cannot be transferred. 
Harrison knew this, and he also knew that, by 
keeping - ashow of amity with Blaine until 
close to the convention, he would make it im- 
possible for the disatfected few to rally around 
any new man. 

But there will be rallying points. Already it 
is certain that there will be opposition to Harri- 
son in the convention, although it is believed 
that it will be futile. Alger will be a 
candidate, although he cannot promise 
the Michigan delegation to the Republicans. 
Cullom of Illinois will be a candidate, although 
he is opposed in advance by the leading paper 
in his State, and is opposed by a feeling that is 
like the opposition that will prevent Morrison 
from getting the Democratic delegation for his 
nomination. Allison, who does not appear to 
have the ‘‘makings” of a Presidentin him, may 
be presented by the Iowa men who have been 
for Blaine. 

Then there is enough of the talk about Reed 
to suggest that there may be a Reed-McKinley 
boow of considerable proportions at Minneapo- 
lis and arallying of the men like Platt about 
the new Presidential candidate. Another sug- 
gested combination is that of Reed and Alger. 
which s wag at the Capitol believed would 
sweep the country as the “brains and boodle”’ 
ticket. 

But there is very little life in any of those 
“booms.” The President has kept his fences in 
good repair for months. The departments have 
been conducted with political care and with the 
object of securing, by the judicious distribu- 
tion of patronage, delegates from all parts of 
the country to which the Federal office holder 
reaches. 

With the removal of Blaine from the race the 
hope of the kicker will go down. Just so long 
as there seemed a chance to nominate Blaine 
the men whv have been disappointed by Harri- 
son have sulked and have waited for a chance 
to go to the convention for their revenge. Now 
they will be compelled to smother their griev- 
ances and fall in with the procession. 

ey man Jack of the party who goes to Min- 
neapolis to boom other candidates will be spot- 
ted. A list of them will be pasted in the Presi- 
dent's hat, and when any of them comes before 
him for appointment aiter the June convention 
itis probable that he will fare badly. 


VIEWS OF BLAINE’S LETTER. | 


REPUBLICAN POLITICIANS OF THIS CITY 
NOT GREATLY SURPRISED. 


The Republican politicians in this city did not 
show much surprise over the Blaine letter. It 
has been a foregone conclusion for some time 
that such a letter would come. The machine 
men in this city, or rather the majority of them, 
wanted Blaine, and are not at all delighted with 
the prospect that Mr. Harrison is to be renomi- 
nated. T. C. Platt himself is credited with fos- 
tering this feeling among his followers. Mr. 
Platt declined to say anything last night on the 
Blaine letter or its consequences. 

Among the Democratic politicians there 


seemed to bea difference of sesaton. Richard 
Croker said that he did not think it made any 
difference, and that a Democrat would be elected 
President.n0 matter who was nominated by the 
Republicans. Other Tammany leaders ex- 

ressed the belief that Mr. Blaine’s withdrawal 

ad added to the chances of the election of a 
Democrat. 

Senator Aldrich was in the city yesterday, 
but said he did not care to discuss the letter. 
When asked if it would be considered as final, 
he said he “‘ presumed so.” 

Waruver Miller said he was out of politics, and 
would not discuss the letter. 

Chairman Clarkson was at the Plaza Hotel. 
He remained in his rooms all day and sent 
down word thathe was not well and must be 
excused from callers. 

Some comment was beard as to the cordial 
relations which existybetween Gen. Clarkson 
and Mr. Alger, cnd there was a good-sized boom 
for Alger deveioped among the small-fry poli- 
ticians. A conference between Gen. Clarkson 
and Thomas C. Platt was brought to the surface 
and held up as significant. This conference, if 
it may be dignified with that name, took place 
on Sunday at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, where 
Gen. Clarkson hada talk of some length with 
Mr. Platt. There was considerable speculation 
as to whether Gen. Clarkson had Mr. Bilaine’s 
letter in his pocket at that time. 

With reference to Mr. Blaine’s determination 
to make this letter final, a close friend of the 
Secretary said: 

“| talked with Mr. Blaine in Washington and 
with others of his friends only a few days ago, 
and the eubject of his letter was under discus- 
sion for some time. From what he said I know 
that he hesitated long and with a gteat deal of 
careful thought on the subject. He was still in 
some doubt as to the course he would pursue at 
that time. He felt thatif he kept silent his 
name would go before the convention. If he 
wrote a letter declining to bea candidate he 
felt that he must make it final. 

“The remark was made by one of his friends 
thatif he once sent ina letter it would forever 
settle the question. Auy change in his physical 
coudition for the better or any change in his 
relations with the President could not be plead- 
edasan excuse for changing his mind. This 
letter must settle it. It was the givingup of 
his greatambition if the letter were written. 
These things were told to Mr. Blaine frankly, 
and he admitted thatany declaration must be 

The Republicans of Kings County, aside from 
the handfal of office holders, were very much 
disgusted upon reading the Blaine letter. They 
have been hoping all along that they could 
shout for theiridol once again, and they had 
been told by Democrats that Blaine was the 
strongest candidate they 4 name. They 
have Dever believed that Blaine was as sick as 





he was represented to be, and many of them 
were contident that he would be the candidate. 

This faction of the party has made no secret 
of ita dislike for Harrison, and in this it has 
been represented by the Brooklyn ‘Jimes, & 
strong Republican organ. The following ex- 
tract from an editorial in that paper yesterday 
represents the views of the Blaine faction very 
clearly: 

“The Times is free to adinit that it profoundly re- 

rets the inability of Mr. Blaine to be a candidate. 
fis name is to-day stronger than ever, and partiou- 
larly strong among thousands and tens of thousands 
ot Democrats. Had he been nominated the country 
would have been startled by the evidences of his 
present strength. But what is there for us to do but 
to accept the inevitable and to hope for such a dis- 
play of good sense among the voters as to keep the 
country out of the bands of those who, to say the 
least, are not seeking its substantial and permanent 
prosperity by their theorics on tariff ana finance!” 

The office holders could hardly restrain their 
pleasure. “The letteris genuine and sincere,” 
said Internal Revenue Collector Nathan, “and 
it means,” chuckling and rubbing his hands to- 
gether; ** the renomination of Harrison.” 

Postmaster Collins said: “The peace and 
prosperity of the country demand the renom- 
ination of Harrison.” 

United States District Attorney Jesse John- 
son was also pieness to read the letter. “It 
means that Blaine has realized that he is doing 
the best thing for the country,” he said. 

Ex-Judge Reynolds, who is not an officeholder, 
was disappointed. “I donot know of any one 
who would have been as strong a candidate at 
the polls,” he said. 

W. H. N. Cadmus, an influential member of 
the General Committee, said he was disgusted. 
“Tam Opposed to Harrison,” he said, ‘‘and I 
don’t think he can get New-York.” 

George F. Elliott, another Blaine man, said: 
“ Blaine has no right to say his name will not 
be presented. It will be, and he will receive a 
majority vote and he will not be allowed to de- 
cline it.” 

John W. Harmon also thought Blaine had a 
string to his declination. “I believe if the people 
insist upon his nomination he will accept,” said 
Mr. Harmon. 

According to Hugh McLaughlin, who is re- 
garded as somewhat of an authority, the Demo- 
crats are very well pleased at Blaine’s with- 
drawal. ‘‘He would have been a strong 
candidate,” said Mr. McLaughlin; “ probably 
the strongest the Republicans could have 
named. Everything now points to the nomina- 
tion of Harrison.” 

William A. Furey, who is another Democratio 
authority, said: ** Blaine would have been very 
strong, but he is out now for good. It looks 
like Harrison to me, but I am only worrying 
over the Democratic candidate.” 

*“ And who will that be?” 

“Come arouné at 4 o’clock next week and i’ll 
tell you,” was the reply. 


THE FORAKER MEN’S ANCHOR GONE. 


HOW THE WITHDRAWAL I VIEWED BY 
OHIO REPUBLICANS. 


CoLumBtus, Ohio, Feb. 8.—While the with- 
drawal of Mr. Blaine as « probable candidate for 
the Presidency has been anticipated, the fact 
that he has made the announcement has creat- 
ed a new theme for the politicians, and spec- 
ulations of all kinds are freely indulged in. The 
retirement of the Plumed Knight is a severe 
blow to the Foraker wing of the Republican 
Party in this State, for Blaine, and he 
only, was the real bottom rock and anch- 
or that has held this wing together. 
Mr. Blaine’s name was pretty freely used in the 
recent Senatorial contest and traded upon. All 
the Foraker men were for Blaine, but it dia not 
follow that all Blaine men were friendly to the 
ex-Governor in his Senatorial aspirations. Now 
that Mr. Blaine is out of the race, there seems 


to be but one coach for the Foraker people, and 
ae appears to be attached to the Harrison 
train. 

In Grand Army circles Gen. Alger has many 
warin friends, but, practically speaking, he has 
no following in this State. Mr. Blaine’s letter 
leaves the Foraker people in the condition of an 
army without a leader, notwithstanding the 
fact that the plan of this branch of the party 
wus Blaine first and Alger as the second choice. 
Gov. McKinley expresses the opinion that Mr. 
Blaine’s retirement will eatly increase the 
probability of President Harrison’s renomina- 
tion. Other State officials expressed similar 
views, while some were inclined to the belief 
that the field would be large and the contest a 
most spirited one. 

There is a marked disposition to bring the 
name of Gov. McKinley forward, but the Major 
emphatically declines to allow his name to be 
considered, even in the event of a contest. 

Among the Democrats the expression is al- 
most universal that President Harrison will be 
renominated, and this must, in the very nature 
of things, contribute largely to advance the 
cause of Mr. Cleveland’s friends. It is urged 
that to carry, New-York the Democrats must 
have a candidate that oan divide the Republic- 
an vote in theinterior of the State, and that 
this Senator Hill cannot do. The opinion is 
freely expressed that because of the ex Govern- 
or’s recent exploits in stealing the Legislature 
and enacting the rile of a political boss by the 
calling of a midwinter convention, there would 
bearevolt against his methods at the next 
election that would give New-York tothe Re- 
publicans by a decisive majority.

NO REGRET IN ENGLAND, 


AN OPINION EXPRESSED BY ONE OF THE 
LONDON PAPERS. 


Lonpon, Feb. 8.—The Glove to-day, in com- 
menting on Mr. Blaine’s letter, in which he de- 
clares that he is not a candidate. for the Presi- 
dential nomination, attributes his withdrawal 
to the knowledge that he could not be success- 
ful, and that his course in the Chilean affair has 
destroyed his whole foreign policy so far as the 
American continent is concerned. It adds: 


“To pretend that there is any regret felt in 
England because of Mr. Blaine’s failure would 
be absurd. He is the enemy of our friends and 
the friend of our enemies. He has never dis- 
«cuised his wish to annoy England, and he has 
had recourse, more than once, to The most petty 
and undignified meaus to effect this object.” 





POLITICS IN ENGLAND. 


JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN ELECTED LIB- 
ERAL-UNIONIST LEADER, 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—-A meeting waa held at Dev- 
onshire House, the residence of the Duke of 
Devonshire, to-day to elect a successor to Lord 
Hartington, now Duke of Devonshire, as Liber- 
al-Unionist leader in the House of Commons. 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, member of Parliament 
for Birmingham, who has long been talked of as 
the successor of Lord Hartington as Parliament- 
ary leader, was formally elected to the position. 

When Mr. Chamberlain arose he was greeted 
with cheers. He said that the Duke of Devon- 
shire would still direct the policy of the party. 
He maintained his position was that of a 
Liberal. All the opinions he had expressed 
throughout the fight for the maintenance of 
the Union he atill firmly adhered to. 

Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour gave dinners 
to their prominent supporters thie evening, as 
is customary on the eve of the reopening of 
Parliament. The Queen's speech, which is ex- 
actly as outlined in Friday's dispatches, was 
read to the guests. Lord Derby and the Duke 
of Devonshire gave dinners to the dissident 
leaders, and Sir William Vernon Harcourt en- 
tertained the principal Liberals.

THE CRUISERS SENT TO CHILE. 


TALK IN NAVAL CIRCLES AS TO WHAT 


WILL BE DONE WITH THEM. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 8.—Rear Admiral Gherardi 
cabled to the Navy Department to-day from 
Montevideo announcing his arrival at that port 
with the Philadelphia and the Concord of his 
squadron. These vessels were under way for 
Montevideo before it was known that: their 
services would not be required in settling the 
Chilean difticulty. 

There are now seven vossels in all at Monte- 
video and there is much speculation among 
naval officers as to what disposition will be 
made of them. The expense of the department 
consequent upon the mobilization of the fleet 
for service in Chilean waters was so great that 
the department will not inour any bills for coal 
in the near future that are not absolutely neces- 
sary, and itis very probable that there will not 


be any general scattering of the ships in the 
South Atlantic and South Pacific for some little 


time. 

The Philadelphia will come north again with- 
out delay, however, and the Coftcord may come 
with her. The Chicago will probably come also 
on the expiration ot Admiral Gherardi’s cruise 
in command of the North Atlantic squadron, 
when Admiral Walker comes north to succeed 
him, though it is possible that Admiral Walker 
Inay leave his fiagship down in the South 
Atilantio for Admiral Denham, who will take 
command of that station. If he does so, the 
Philadelphia will probably remain the flagship 
of the North Atlantio. If, on the other hand, he 
brings the Chicago up with him, Admiral Ben- 
ham will go to the South Atlantic in the 
Newark. 

It has not yet been decided whether the South 
Pacitic will be set off as aseparate naval station, 
but if itis, itis probable that Admiral Walker 
will be sent around to take command of it fora 
time, and Admiral Gherardi’s time in command 


‘of the North Atlantic may be extended a cor- 


responding length of time. Whether the South 
Pacific is made a separate station or not, it is 
quite certain that a number of ships will be 
kept there, and it will not again be left, as it 
was at the outbreak of the Chilean revolution, 
without an American naval vessel of any kind 
nearer than the South Atlantic. 





IMPORTANT INSURANCE DECISION

RENDERED AT LOUISVILLE AGAINST 
THE AMERICAN ACCIDENT COMPANY. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 8.—A very important 
decision to accident insurance companies was 
rendered by Judge Toney in the Common Pleas 
Court this morning. The case was that of A. 
Carson against the American Accident Com- 
pany. It seems that Stewart M. Carson, a policy 
holder in the American Accident Company, was 
shot and killed by Jesse Bartonon April 8, 1891. 


His father, the beneficiary under the polioy, 
pag for the full amount of the insurance, 

The suit was demurred to by the defendants 
on the grounds that a section of its policy pro- 
vides that the company does not agree to pay 
in case of injuries or death by the hand of the 
insured or roy cos inflicted eter erg og A by 
another. The demurrer was overruled by Judge 
Toney on the ground that, though the policy 
was declared void as applying to injuries in- 
flicted by another, it nowhere made reference 
to death at the hands of another. 

There were, he deciared, under the policy, 
two classes of beneficiaries, aud two classes of 
injuries covered. Under one class of injuries 
and beneficiaries the proceeds accrued to the 
policy holder himself, andin the other by the 
aera tre representative of the holder. The 

rst class was barred, he held, by the clause, but 
the policy writers had neglected to insert a 
clause barring the second class. 

It was not for the court, declared his Honor, 
to supply this omission, and the demurrer was

BUYING LOTTERY TICKETS. 


SCENES IN THE BOSTON OFFICE ON THE 
DAY BEFORE THE DRAWING. 


Boston, Feb. 8.—This being the day before 
the Louisiana Lottery drawing, it was to be ex- 
pected that Agent L. F. Crosby would have 
plenty of callers, especially between 12 and 1 
o’clock, the dinner hour of the office boys, the 
clerks, and the other speculators. At12 o’clock 


there were two persons in the office, both mid- 
die-aged men. One stood overnear the wall, 
apparently writing on a piece of paper. The 
other had just slipped an envelope under the 
bar at the cashier's window. Nobody was to be 
seen behind the partition. 

Then the stream of investors began to pour 
in. The tirst to enter the office after 12 o’clock 
was @ messenger boy. Among the first twenty- 
six persons who entered, on an average of one a 
minute, there were tive boys, two quite old men, 
and one young woman. All the rest were mid- 
dle-aged men. The boys were all of one stamp. 
They looked like office boys. Not one of them 
had on a clean oollar, nor were their shoes in 
such # condition as a neat boy would keep his. 
The men were of various types. One was a la- 
borer. He carried a short clay pipe in his 
mouth, and wore overalls spotted with what 
looked like mortar. Some men were well 
dressed, but the majority were not. 

The fact that half a hundred persons entered 
the lottery office within thirty-five minutes 
shows Whata business the office is doing to-day.

THE DEATH LIST GROWING 


TWELVE BODIES TAKEN FROM 
THE HOTEL ROYAL RUINS. 


OTHERS UNDOUBTEDLY STILL TO BE 
FOUND—THE VICTIMS BURNED BE- 
YOND RECOGNITION — THIRTY-FIVE 
PERSONS ARE MISSING. 


The list of dead at the Hotel Royal fire was 
increased yesterday to twelve, and other bodies 
were undoubtedly still in the ruins. There 
were additions to the list of missing. That 
number appears to be thirty-five. Inquir 
ies were made for persons not included in 
the subjoined list, but adequate ré&son has not 
yet been shown for classing them as possible 
victims of the fire. In any case, the loas of life 
threatens to be larger than was at first sup- 
posed. 

Few of the bodies so far recovered were spared 
for recognition by the flames. There were only 
three positive identifications yesterday. Two 
other bodies were identified by a bell 
boy, but the authorities were not on- 
tirely satisfied that he was right. 
Hope of further identification hangs on the 
most slender chance. This chance is reduced 
toa minimum in view of the class of lodgers 
received at the hotel. 

Work at the ruins is now being pushed vig or- 
ously. A large force of men was put on yester- 
day morning and will be kept continuously 
at work until the excavation shall be 
complete. Of the seven bodies recovered 
yesterday, six were found near the bottom of 


the elevator shaft, showing that the victims had 
perished while trying to escape by the regular 
exits. With very few exceptions, escape seems 
to have been effected through the windows, by 
the fire escapes or life lines. 

The accounts of the origin of the fire, 
as supplemented yesterday, have created a sus- 
picion that some time elapsed between the dis- 
covery of the fire and the alarm. In view of the 
conflicting statements upon this point, both the 
Fire Marshal and the Coroner will make every 
effort to get at the facts. 

Personal losses of some magnitude are be- 
lieved to have been incurred by persons at the 
hotel. With regard to the losses of the propri- 
etors, the insurance companies threaten to let 
the courts scrutinize them.

A BIG BLAZE AT MEMPHIS. 
Te 2 - 
VALUABLE PROPERTY DESTROYED, IN-~ 
CLUDING A HOTEL. 


MEMPHIS, Feb. 8.—At 9:30 to-night the build- 
ing at 230 Main Street, occupied by the Bruse- 
Berne Hat Company, dealers in hats, caps, and 
straw goods, was disqovered to be on fire. 

The entire rear portion of the six-story build- 
ing, from basement to top, seemed to be ablaze 
in an instant. 

The tire quickly communicated to the front 
portion, and by 10 o'clock the firemen were 
forced back from the roaring furnace of hats 
and straw goods and directed their efforts to 
saving the trunk factory of 8. Levy, adjoining 
the hat store on the north. 

At 10:15 the building occupied by the Hat 
Company collapsed, and into the space former- 
ly occupied by it crashed the building of the 
Langstaff Hardware Company, which adjoins it 
at the south. 

The firemen were utterly unable to cope with 
the flames, and at 10:30 the Levy trunk factory 
was a total wreck, and Leuhrman’s, probably 
the finest hotel south of the Ohio River, was in 
flames. 

At1l P. M. Leuhrman’s Hotel had fallen 
was a total loss. 

At 11:45 the fire was spreading. The *‘ Ruby” 
saloon and a large harness factory and another 
building were burning and it was thought 
would prove a total loss. 

Itis thought that there were no lives lost in 
the Leuhrman Hotel, as the guests had ample 
opportunity of escaping before the fire commu- 
nicated to the hotel. The loss cannot be ap- 
proximated at this hour, but it will foot upin 
the hundreds of thousands, as the burned por- 
tion of the city was the finest building site in 
town, 

The magnificent five-story hotel at the corner 
of Main and Monroe was splendid food for the 
flames, and in less than an hour was totally 
destroyed. The hotel was magnificently fur- 
nished, and had butrecently added a splendid 
bar outfit of the most costly design. ‘The loss to 
the hotel will be $100,000. 

At this juncture a breeze arose and changed 
the course of the fire, and it began to sweep 
eastward. The firemen were forced back at 
every point by the resistless fury of the flames, 
andin a short time the Ruby suloon and the 
saloon ot J. G. Mayer, adjoining buildings, were 
destroyed. 

Eastward and to the south of where the blaze 
started, the fire went on. Soon Lemmon & 
Gales’s wholesale dry goods store was a wass of 
ruins. H. Wetter's hardware store and William 
Jacks’s china store were next to be destroyed, 
and W. N. Wilerson’s wholesale drug store was 
soon reached. 

It was thought this splendid structure, with 
its well-known fire-proof walls, would prove a 
barrier to the flames, but the fire crept in upon 
the-stock of inflammable drugs from the side 
and rear and it was soon blazing fiercely. 

Again the wind veered to the west and the 
fire started eastward to Second Street. Jones, 
Huhn & Co.’s printing establishment was 
burned to ashes in a short time. 

The Lilly Carriage Company on Second Street 
was next caught, and the rear portion of their 
factory, with part of the stock, was destroyed. 

The firemen on Second Street meanwhile 
gained a foothold and began to keep the tire 
within the block. The wind died out about this 
time, which probably saved the W. B. Bruce 
carriage factory and one or two smaller build- 
ings, which alone were left in the blook. 

The block destroyed is bounded by Main, 
Union, Second, and Monroe Streets, and is in 
the heart of the dry goods district of the city. 
The loss will reach $1,000,000. 

The Peabody Hotel, on the northwest corner 
of Main Street and Monroe,and the Louisvilleand 
Nashville ticket office, on the opposite corner, 
were on fire several times, but by hard work on 
the part of the hotel employes, guests, and by- 
standers, pressed into service to aid the fire- 
men, they were saved. 

The fire at 1 A. M. is burning fiercely, but is 
under control. . 

As far as known at this hour no lives were lost. 


GOV. BOYD IN

POSSESSION. 


HE REFUSES THE HAND OF THE MAN 
WuUO USURPED HIS OFFICE. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 8.—Gov. Boyd arrived at 
Lincoln at noon and proceeded to the hotel. He 
registered first from Omaha, but immediately 
realizing that for the balance of the year his 
residence was to be at Lincoln, he crossed out 
the word Omaha and wrote the word Lincoln. 
He was accompanied by Charles Ogdon, J. F. 
Boyd, Jr., Ellis Biorbower, Miss Boyd, Miss 
Burroughs, and Mrs. Ewing. No especial de- 
monstration was manifested at the station when 
the Governor and party arrived, but the cor- 
ridors of the hotel were well filled with the 
Democratio admirers of the reinstated Execu- 
tive. 

A crowd of several hundred people assembled 
in the corridors of the State House after dinner 
to await the coming of Gov. Boyd. Promptly 
at 2 o’clock Gov. Boyd, accompanied by his 
party, arrived on the floor of the Executive 
chambers. The meeting of ex-Gov. Thayer and 
Gov. Boyd was somewhat dramatic. Gen. 
Vifquain threw open the door and announced: 
‘*Gentlemen, Gov. Boyd of Nebraska.” 

Ex-Goy. Thayer met Gov. Boydin the centre 
of the reception room, but his proffered hand 
was refused. Gov. Boyd, in answer to a request 
that he appoint some one to receive the prop- 
erty of the office, answered that no 


such action was necessary, as he was 
here to assume the 0oflice to which 


the people of Nebraska had elected him. Gov. 
Boyd then passed into his private otfice, where he 
informally received the hundreds who filed 
through to shake hands with him. Since arriv- 
ing at Lincoln he has received a letter from ex- 
Attorney General Garland stating that the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has decided, 
by a majority of 5 to 3, that he wasa citizen of 
the United States two years prior to the last 
xeneral election, by reason of the admission of 
Nebraska into the Union. 

Gov. Boyd stated that he had nothing to say 
to the press. He will act inno haste in making 
appointments. The State ofticers called in a 
body and paid their respects. During the after-. 
noon Gov. Boyd’s chief appointees of last Spring 
resumed their dutics where they had left off 
when Gov. Thayer so unceremoniously took 
charge of the office on a ~writ of 
ouster, No new names are added to the 
State’s blue book, but it is quite likely that 
some Will be before long. When Gov. Boyd was in- 
terrupted in his oftice he was considering names 
in connection with a number of important ap- 
= offices which have since been filled by 

‘hayer. Resignations from most of these ap- 
pointees will, it is understood, be placed at 
Gov. Boyd's disposal at once. Demourats all 
over Nebraska are preparing for the great 
demonstration to be indulged in at Lincoln next 
Monday. Many distinguished visitors are ex- 
pected. Gov. Boies of lowa has already ac- 
cepted an invitation.

BEERS IS DOWN AND OUT 


THE NEW-YORK MLIFE’S PRESI- 
DENT GIVES UP THE FIGHT, 


HE RESIGNS AT A MEETING OF THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES, BUT HE I18 
VOTED A BIG PENSION—JOHN A. 
M’CALL NAMED AS HIS SUCCESSOR. 


Another and one of the concluding chapters 
in the scandals affecting the New-York Life In- 
surance Company’s management was reached 
yesterday by the retirement of President Beers, 
who has been the subject of the most serious of 
the disclosures. Mr. Beers’s resignation, by a 
prearranged plan, was tendered to the Board of 
Trustees at the adjourned meeting held at the 
company’s office at 1 o’ciock. It was unani- 
mously accepted, but its acceptance was accom- 
panied by a resolution expressing the regret of 
the Trustees and voting Mr. Beers a salary of 
$37,500 for life—that sum being one-half hia 
present salary. 

Mr. Beers’s resignation will take effect to- 
morrow, at which time the Committee of Trust- 
ees nominated to name his successor will make 
its report. Several names have been mentioned 
for the vacancy, notably that of John A. Me 
Call, ex-Superintendent of Insurance and now 
Controller of the Equitable Life. 

The work done at the meeting of the Trustees 
ofthe New-York Life yesterday was conspicuous 
for its evident prearrangement. Each step of 
the proceedings had been carefully weighed and 
written down before the meeting was called to 
order. THE Times is informed on the best pos- 
sible authority that the obstacle in the way of a 
speedy solution of the difficulty at an earlier 
date was Mr. Beers’s positive refusal to re- 
sign. He had expressed himself on this 
point very plainly, and with an apparently 
unalterable determination to fight the casa 
at every step. He only consented to 
tender his resignation when the Trustees, or 
several of them, threatened to resign in a body, 
and when several of his most valuable agents 
informed him of the utter demoralization of 
their business owing to his remaining at the 
head of the company. Then Mr. Beers consent- 
ed to resign, but before doing so he required his 
faithful Trustees to vote him a pension of 
$37,500 for life and to adopt a resolution set- 
ting forth their absolute faith in his ability, 
honesty, and zeal. 

When the meeting was oalled to order, Col W. 
L. Strong, Chairman of the committee of five 
appointed to consider the difficulties that con- 
fronted the company, introduced the following 
report: 

NEW- YORK, Feb. 8, 1892. 
To the Board of Trustees of the New-York Life in- 
surance Company : 

Your committee, appointed ata special meeting of 
the board held on the 25th day of January, 1892, te 
take into consideration the report of the insurance 
Departinent upon the recent investigation made at 
the request of this company and to consider what 
action should be taken in view thereof, respectfully 
report to the board as follows: 

Ve have giveao this matter the most careful con- 
sideration in order to determine what course is best 
to pursue for the interests of the company and what 
changes in the organization or methods of the com- 
pany are desirable. 

Your committee have examined carefully the re. 
port of the Deputy Superintendent and of the Super. 
intendent of the Insurance Department, and we 
have taken the conclusions of the department as the 
basis of our recommendations. ; 

It must be borne in mind that there is nothing in 
the report which shows any oorrupt or dishonest use 
of the company’s funds forthe private gain of any 
one of the oificers of this conipany. Indeed, the 
sound financial condition of the company, its enor- 
mous increase of assets and of business, show that 
the management, upon the whole, has been, and to 
produce such results must have been, intelligent and 
honest. 

The report of the department, as well as our own 
investigaijon, however, satisfies us that the business 
of the compaly Las outgrown the methods and checks 
now in use, 

Your committee recomme nis : 

First—A division of duties of executive officers, b 
the appointment of an Auditor, who shall report 4di- 
rect to the Trustees. 

Second—The adoption of a by-law that no salaried 
employe of the company shall be eligible as a mem. 
ber of the Bourd of Trustees other than the Presi- 
dent and Vice Presidents. 

Third—We recommend that a committee of five 
be appointed by the board to make nominations to 
fill vacancies. 

Fourth—That the committees be reorganized, and 
the work of the buard be redistributed among them. 

Fifth—That the by-laws be amended in such re- 
spects as shall add to the efticienoy of the organiza- 
tion, and that a committee be appointed to report 
amendments to the by-laws to conform to necessary 
changes. 

The President of this company has served it long 
and zealously aud with conspicuous success. There 
can ve no doubt that the company owes its preseut 
high position and financial strength largely to his 
ability and energy. : , . 

He has expressed to the committee his intention to 
retire from the office of President and to offer his 
resignation at the time of the presentation of this 
report. 

four committee recommend that, in view of the 
long and devoted service rendered by Mr. William 
H. Beers to this company, his untiring energy and 
ability shown in building up a company which is 
second to none, we feel that a proper recognition of 
such services and his future usefulness to the com- 
pany warrant usin suggesting to this board that a 
salary of $25,000 per annum be given him, to con- 
tinue for life, in accordance with a contract already 
submitted to this committee.

Prosident Beers then presented his resigna- 


tion, which read as follows: 
NEW-YORK, Feb. 8, 1892. 
To the Board of Trustees of the New-York Life In- 
surance Company: 

GENTLEMEN: As youall know, I have nothing at 
heart but the continued welfare and prosperity of 
this company, to which I have devoted the best years 
of my life. 

I have no personal ends to serve, but at my ad. 
vanced age and my present state of heaith [ require 
relief from the very onerous labors of the Presidency, 
and but for the long-continued and persistent as- 
saults upon the company, which have been chiefly 
directed against me personally, I should long ago 
have asked you to lighten my iabors. 

I also recognize the fact that such assaults, how- 
ever unjust, may in the end prove detrimental to the 
company’s interest. 

I therefore hereby tender my resignation of the 
otlice of President, to take etlect Wednesday, Feb. 
10, 1892, Yours truly, 

WILLIAM H. BEERS, President. 

This was followed by the presentation of the 
following resolu jons, which were unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved, That this board accepts with regret the 
resignation of William H. Beers as President of this 
company, to take effect on Wednesday next, the 10th 
day of February, 1892. 

RKesolved, ‘hatin accepting such resignation this 
board desires to place on record its high apprecia- 
tion of the very valuable services rendered by Mr. 
Beers during his long connection with this com- 
pany, the wonderful growth of the company and 
its present position among the greatest financial in- 
stitutions of this country being due very largely to 
his pre-eminent ability and zeal; and this board de- 
sires also to place on revord its confilence in his ia- 
tegrity of purpose in managing the important inter- 
ests committed to his charge. f 

Resolved, That this board deems it highly un¢esir- 
able that this company should lose the benefit of his 
great knowledge, skill, ability. and experience. 

Hesotved, That this board authorizes an agreement 
to be made with Mr. Beers to secure his services 
during the remainder of his life in an advisory ca- 
pacity, upon half pay, namely, an annual salary of 
$37,600, in the form recommended by the syecial 
committee appointed at a special meeting of this 
board held on the 25th 4 of January, 1892, and 
presented to this board with the report of said coim- 
mittee this day. 

R-eolved, That the Second Vice President and the 
actuary of this company be authorized and di- 
rected lo execute such agreement under the seal of 
this ones attested by their signatures. 

kesolved, hat the further recommenaations of the 
report of the special committee be laid over for con- 
sideration until the next stated meeting of the board, 
to be held on Wednesday next. : ‘ 

Resolved, That at the stated meeting of this boarit, 
to be held on Wednesday next, the board a to 
vote for President of this company to fill the unex- 
pired term of President Beers and hold office until 
after the next annual election of Trustees in April 
next and until a successor be elected and qualified. 


It will be seen from these resolutions that the 
life salary of $25,000 to Mr. Beers recom- 
mended by the committee of tive was in- 
creased to $37,500, and that a contract was 
accordingly drawn up and attested by the Sec- 
ond Vice-President of the company and its act- 
uary, who were authorized to bind the contract 
with the seal of the company. All this wasa@ 
part of the ultimatum prearranged by Mr. 
Beers. 

@ There was much curiosity among life insur- 
ance men yesterday to know what was meant 
by this contract. Col. W. L. Strong said toa 
TrmeEs reporter last evening that it required Mr. 
Boers to sign a paper promising not to ally 


himself with any other life insurance company. 
Col. Strong also said that although Mr. Soe 
had resigned as President he had not resigned 
as Trusteo, and that he would coutinus to act in 
that capacity. 

The fact that a pension equal in amount to 
one-half his salary of $75, a year had been 
voted to Mr. Beers attracted more comiient 
among insurance and financial men than did the 
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resignation. The latter had been generally oon- 
sidered for some time a foregone conolusion. 
The complete demoralization of the company’s 
néw business and the utter unfitness of the 
President to hold otfice, as demonstrated by 
Tuk Timxe’s disclosures and by the Ineurance 
Buperintendents of New-York and Texas, made 
the resignation of Mr. Beers, in the minds of the 
public and the policy holders, a veritable sine 
qos non. The phrase “ Beers must go” became 

e unanimous verdict of those familiar with 
the details of his perfidy. 
gone. 

The voting of that big nsion, however, was 
something unexpected. It was generally agreed 
that Mr. Beers would not retire without some 
sort of compensation, but that he would foros 
the Trustees to give him $37,500 a year for the 
rest of his life was quite beyond the expecta- 
tions of the deepest thinker. Mr. Beers’s 
triends say, with evident fervor, that the old 
gentleman is worth all of that and more, and 
they add that as he is a poor man as far as 
money goes, and in bad health besides, the 
Trusiees only did their duty in recompensing 
him thus handsomely. 

On the other hand, those who are opposed to 
Beers—and their number includes nearly all the 
company’s policy ho!ders—point out that he has 
been President of the company only six years, 
and yetin that time he has cost the company 
$605,000 in salaries, bonuses, and traveling ex- 
penses alone, not to mention the added hun- 
dreds of thousands that have been paid to his 
numerous and comparatively worthless sons-in- 
law, brothers-in-law, and cousins, It is also 
urged that Mr. Beers has been the direct 
and only cause of the company’s losing 
more than $3,000,000, as pointed out by 
the Insurance Superintendents of New-York 
and Texas. On the whole, they say Mr. Beers, 
directly and indirectly, has thus cost the New- 
York Life more than $4,000,000 in the six years 
of his Presidency, a fact whioh, in their judg- 
ment, does not warrant this extension of added 
sourtesies at the hands ofthe Trustees. This 
view of Mr. Beers’s pension appears to be the 
view of the company's policy holders, if the 
preponderance of local sentiment may be said 
to reflect those views. 

The recommendation that an Auditor be ap- 

ointed falls inline with the suggestion made 
a Deputy Superintendent Shannon in his re- 
centreport. [tis thought by insurance men to 
be a very wise provision. As no action was 
taken yesterday on this recommendation, it is 
impossible to say whether the auditor will be 
appointed at to-morrow’s meeting. 

he other recommendation, swg 4 that no 
salaried ofliser of the company shall be eligible 
to the Board of Trustees, save the President 
and the two Vice Presidents, signifies little. 
The only salaried officers ailected by this pro- 
vision will be Trustees Weeks and Martin, tie 
Actuary and the real-estate inspector respect- 
ively. The former receives a salary of $12,000, 
and the latter one of $10,000. It is altogether 
probable that they will resign their Trustee- 
ships rather than their salaries, and in this way 
two more vacancies on the board will be cre- 
ated if the recommendations of the committee 
are adopted. There is no indication, however, 
that this will be done.

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THE NEWS IN ALBANY. 


SUPERINTENDENT PIERCE SAYS IT IS A 
GREAT “TIMES” VICTORY. 


ALBANY, Feb. 8.—The news that President 
Beers had at last been forced to surren- 
per his office, with its $100,000 annual sal- 
ary, was known at the Insurance Depart- 
mentat4 o'clock this afternoon. Superintendent 
Pierce was at his desk when the dispatch ar- 
rived which confirmed the news. He was 
warmly congratulated. When a TIMES corre- 
spondent called upon him, he said: 

“This is a great victory for THt TIMES, and a 
vindication for the department. Beyond that I 
have nothing to say at the present time.” 

Which interpreted meant that perhaps some 
time in the future he might open his lips. The 
members of the Legislature who had followed 
the case were greatly surprised at the result. A 
member of the Insurance Committee of the Sen- 
ate said: ‘‘The resignation is all the more 
startling, coming as it does within a 
week from the date of Mr. Beers’s ‘ vindication,’ 
which he sent proadeast throughout the coun- 


try to papers of every description. We knew hia 
methods, fully understood that his purpose was 
to muzzle criticism, and if possible to bribe such 
newspapers as might abuse him and his com- 
pany.” 

The one opinion among lawyers was that no 
authority in law or in fact existed to permit the 
Trustees to grant him a pension of any kind or 
forany amount. Itis the impression here that 
every officer connected with Beers will have to 
follow him, if not now, in the near future. 

A number of names are already mentioned in 
Albany asthe successor of Beers. The first in 
prominence is that of John A, McCall, 
the Controller of the Equitable Life, but 
it is claimed that Mr. McCall's engage- 
ment with that company wil) not permit 
the severance of his relations at the present 
time. The name of Cashier Lanta is also heard, 
as the resignation of Seers is looked upon as a 
Vindication and a justitication of the course of 
the latter.

Garza, the leader of the Mexican revolution- 
iste, has had the boldness to write President 
Benjamin Harrison a letter. He has also fur- 
nished a copy of the letter to El Chinace, the 
leading Spanish daily newspaper of this city, 
which published it in fall to-day. 

Paulino Martinez, the editer, vouches that the 
lettéris genuine. He produces Garza’s well- 
known handwriting in proof of its authenticity. 
The letter created a sacnsation in military circles 
here and among the Mexican population. It 
reads:

H's EXCELLENCY: Asa representative of the forces 
that have inaugurated an insurrection and as an in- 
terpreter of the public sentiment of my country, [ 
take the liberty to call your attention to the fantas- 
tic, imaginary, laughable events on both sides of the 
Rio Grande, the dividing line of the two countries 
which call themselves sisters.

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END OF MURRAY'S CHARGES. 


MR. BLOOMINGDALE’S REPORT ON THE 
CIVIL SERVICE BOARD ADOPTED. 


The‘enrolled Republicans of the Twenty first 
Assembly District met last nightand finally 
disposed of the civil service investigation. 
Last Spring Joseph Murray, ex-Superin- 
tendent of the Custom House, caused 
resolutions to be introduced denouncing the 
local examining board, asserting that a majori- 
ty ofits members were mugwumps or Demo- 
crats, and asking that the system, as it worked 
in this city, be denounced. Instead of passing 
these resolutions, a committee, made up of John 
Proctor Clarke, D. Morgan Hildreth, Jr., Charles 


A. Hess, E. W. Bloomingdale, and Alexander T. 
Mason, was appointed to investigate. 

Two months ago two reports were made on 
the result of the investigation. The majority 
report indorsed the working of the system. 
The minority report did practically the same 
thing, but suggested certain changes. Both re- 
ports returned thanks to United States Civil 
Service Commissioner Theodore Roosevelt. 

The reports came up last night for action. 
Chairman Clarke was absent and E. W. Bloom- 
ingdale, Vice President of the enrolled Repub- 
licans, opened the meeting, but afterward took 
the floor to make another report on the 
civil service investigation. Although a mem- 
ber of the committee, he had signed 
neither of the other reports. He offered his 
report as a substitute. It held that the charges 
made in the original resolution were not 
sustaimed by the evidence, and brought 
out the fact that Joseph Murray, who 
was responsible for the resolutions, refused 
to testify at the investigation. It suggested 
that changes be made in the questions put at 
examinations, and that a man who once got 
upon the eligible list should not losg his place 
on the list through the names of those who 
came in on later examinations being placed 
above his. 

The substitute report quoted Mr. Roosevelt as 
saying that the local Examining Board was made 
up of five Republicans and two Democrats. 

“ He knew that wasn’t true,” said Joseph Mur- 
ray, interrupting tne reading. 

Murray opposed the Bloomingdale report. He 
wanted the original resolutions adopted. He 
asked why the reports all thanked Mr. 
Roosevelt. He wanted to know it 
the committee had been dined by 
Mr. Roosevelt. He went on _ protesting 
that the civil-service laws were not enforced so 
as to carry out their real intention. The organ- 
ization, however, adopted Mr. Bloomingdale's 
report by a vote of 59 to3l,and the original 
resolutions were left upon the table. 
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AN IRON TARIFF BILL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The restoration of the 
iron industries of New-England is the objeot of 
a bill which Representative Andrew (Dem., 
Maas.,) introduced to-day, entitled “A bill to 
reduce the duty on certain manufactures of 
iron and steel and on crude iron and waste 
iron and steel and iron ore.”’ 

The bill makes Iron ore free of duty, and read- 
justs the duties on manufactured iron so as to 


make them lower than at present, but dutiable 
inan ascending scale according to the amount 
of labor involved in their production. Structural 
iron or steel, when plain, is dutiable at six- 
tenths of a cent per pound, and when punched 
or fitted for use seven-tenths of a cent. Railway 
bars are dutiable at four-tenths of a cent. 
per pound, and pig iron, scrap iron, and scrap 
steel are made subject to an ad valorem duty of 
5 percent. The bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, and Mr. Andrew 
willappear before that committee to urge its 
passage as s00n as the committee gives him an 
opportunity. Prominent iren manufacturers 
may also appear if the committee indicates a 
desire to hear them. 

The text of the Dill is as follows: 

Section 1.—That from and after the passage o 
this act there shall be levied, collected, and paid 
upon the following articles imported into the United 
States from foreign countries duties as follows: 

Upon beams, girders, joints, angles, channels, car 
truck channels,.T T columns and posts, or parts or 
sections of columns and posts, deck and bulk beama, 
and building forms, together with all other struct- 
ural shapes of iron or steel, when plain, six-tenths 
of 1 cent per pound; and upon the same when 
punched or fitted fur use, seven-tenths of 1 cent per 
pounG, 

, Upon railway bars of iron or steel and railway 
pars made in part of steel rails, and punched tron or 
stecl fiat raile, four-tenths of 1 cent per pound. 

Upon cast-iron pipe of every description seven- 
tenths of 1 cent per pound. 

Upon iron in pigs, iron kentledge, spiegeleisen, 
ferromanganese, ferrosilicon, wrought and cast sorap 
iron, and scrap steelanad valorem duty of 5 per 
cent. But nothing shall be deemed scrap iron or 
acrap steel except waste or refuse scrap iron or 
steel, fit only to be remanufactured. 

Sec. 2.—And be it further enacted that from 
and after the passage of this act iron ore of every 
description shall be free of duty.

RAILROAD BONDING DECISION. 
TorEKA, Kan., Feb. 8.—An opinion of consid- 
erable importance to railroad corporations was 
handed down by the Supreme Court to-day. On 
Noy. 27, 1889, Richland Township, King- 
man County, voted $13,000 in bonds 
to the Hutchinson and Southwestern 


Railroad. The road was built according to con- 
tract and equipped in first-class manner. The 
County Commissioner and County Clerk of 
Kingman County refused to issue the bonds. 

The railroad gompany asked for a writ of 
mandamus, a was granted. The only rea- 
gon assigned by the officials for refusing to 
issue the bonds was that the petition calling 
the special election wee not signed by three- 
fifths of the taxpayers of the township. 

The court held that the road had performed 
its contract and expended a great deal of 
money and labor on the construction of the 
line, and after that was done it was right and 
fair that the bonds should be issued.

4 BESOLUTION FOR ADJOUBNMENT 
ALBEADY PREPARED. 


THE FREBDOM OF WORSHIP BILL AGAIN 
APPEARS IN THB SENATE—A MEAS- 
URE TO EXTEND THE TERM, OF THE 
BOARD OF ELECTRICAL CONTROL. 


Aupany, Feb. 8.—Mr. Oomrady’s (Rep. of 
Kings) resolution directing the Committees on 
Commerce and Navigation to investigate the 
mattor of the rates of ferriage on the New-York 
and Brooklyn ferries, was adopted in the As- 
sembly to-night after a protest from Mr. Con- 
nelly, (Dem. of New-York,) who thought that 
legislative investigating committees usually 
did not amount to much. 

Alfred R. Conkling’a bill to forbid candidates 
for judicial offices from paying political assess- 
ments will be givena hearing by the General 
Lews Committee Thursday afternoon at 3 
o'clock, 

The excise bill of the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion will be given*‘a hearing Thursday at * 
o’olock. The liquor dealers will be represented 
by counsel, while the Reform Club, the clergy. 
and the Wonfen's Christian Temperance Union 
will send delegates to oppose the bill. Among 
those who are expected to speak in opposition 
are Bishop 8S. Doane, ex-Judge Arnoux, Father 
Elliott of the Paulist Fathers, the Rev. Dr. 
James M, King, Gen. Wager Swayne, the Rev. 
Father Walworth, and William F. Rounds. Al 
bert Heasberg of Albany, who drew the Dill, 
will deliver an address in behalf of the rum 
sellers. 

Mr. Webster's bill providing for the construo- 
tion of a drawbridge over the Harlem River 
and fer the removal of the present Third Ave- 
nue bridge was passed; also W. G. Byrne’s bill 
amending the New-York consolidation act by 
providing that the collection of taxes in New- 
York shall be enforced against corporations 
the same as against individuals. 

Assemblyman Sullivan introduced the Senate 
(McCarren) bill authorizing the Brooklyn Union 
Elevated Railway Company to build elevated 
railways east and west across New-York City to 
connect its East River Bridge with the Hudson 
River Bridge. 

Mr. Howard Conkling has a bill providing 
that the Board of Education of every city shall 
cause free instruction in vocal music to be given 
in the schools under their charge. 

Mr, Cooney introduved a Dill fixing the salary 
of Brooklyn’s Excise Commissioners at $3,500. 
Mr. Riley has a bill appropriating $20,000 for 
the purchase of the old Van Rensselaer mansion 


in East Greenbush and for the preservation of 
the same as a place of historic interest. 


A NEW SUBWAY BILL. 

Mr. Martin (Dem.) of New-York has intro- 
duced in the Assembly and Mr. Hagan (Dem.) 
in the Senate a bill providing that the term 
of office of the Board of Electrical Control 
of New-York City be extended for one year from 


Nov. 1, 1892. Section 2 of the bill makes it un- 
lawful for any corporation or individual to take 
up the pavements or to excavate for the 
purpose of laying underground any 
electrical conductors unless by per- 
mit from the board, and except with 
such permission no electrical conductors, 
poles or other figures or devices therefor nor 
any wires shall be continued, constructed, or 
maintained or strung above ground. No permit 
shall be granted by the board unless, if the ap- 
plication be for underground construction, 
there is an existing demand for the construction 
of such conduits or subways, nor unless the 
occupation of said conduits or subways is 
reasonably assured, and the public Interests 
require their construction. The board must in- 
sist that before the construction of new sub- 
ways is authorized the applicant shall furnish 
satisfactory securities for the occupation by it 
of the subways and the payment of the rentals 
therefor yearly in advance. is 


PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE. 

The Senate was jammed with spectators, 
which brought so much gratification to certain 
Senators that an hour’s valuable time was 
wasted by a ridiculous debate over a small 
canal appropriation bill, more to let the windy 


members air their oratory than for anything 
else. The anti-Pinkerton bill, which passed the 
House last Thursday, put its head over the 
Cierk’s desk, and was at oncerushed to the order 
of third reading on motion of Senator Roesch, 
without debate or deliberation. 


A SHORT SESSION CERTAIN, 

The Legislature will adjourn early in order to 
leave the political chieftains ef both parties free 
to handie national politioal questions as they 
may arise.

“PREEDOM OF WORSHIP” AGAIN, 

The Freedom-of-Worship bill, which Senator 
Cantor introduced to-night, is the Blumenthal 
bill of last year. It is entitled, “‘ With reference 
to the payment of moneys of the State to incor 
porated institutions, societies, and associa. 
tions.” Here is the bill: 

SKCTION 1,—It shall not be jawful for any officer of 
the State to pay to or forany incorporated institu- 
tion, society, or association, ner to the managers, 
agents. or officers thereof, any moneys of the State 
whatever, unless the free exercise and enjoyment of 
religious profession and worship, without disorimina- 
tion or preference, as guaranteed by the third seotion 
of the first article of the Constitution of the State, is 
in good faith alowed toall inmates of such institution 
or beneficiaries of such society or association. The 
Governor and Controller may, from time to time, take 
measures and prescribe rules to ascertain whether 
the provisions of this act are complied with, in, and 
by the managers and officers of such institutions 
and societies to which oo of moneys of 
the State may be made. This agt shall apply to all 
appropriations made to take eect after the 1st 
day of July, 1891, unless in the act making 
the same it is otherwise specially po, Any 
taxpayer may apply to the Attorney General to take 
measures to prevent.the payment of any funds of the 
State in violation of this act, and, if the Atterney 
General shall refuse cr neglect so to dé, such tax- 
payer may, on notice to the Attorney General, ap- 

iy to the Suprewe Court to authorize him to 
bring an action to prevent such yments. If the 
court shall grant such authority, which it is hereby 
authorized to do, such taxpayer may bring such ac- 
tion with the same force and effect that taxpayers 
are now anthorizeil to bring actions to prevent the 
waste of ity, county, or village funds,”’ 

The Senate was flooded with Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union petitions to-night against the 
liquor dealers’ bill and the opening of the 
World’s Fair on Sunday.

CROOKER A PURE 


THE MAN SAID TO BS SLATED FOR SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


BuFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 8.—James F. Crooker 
was born in Onondaga County in 1834. His 
parents moyed to this county when he was 
ten years of age. The young .man was 
educated in the public schools, and in 
the academies of Fredonia and Springville. 
In 1853 he went to New-York, entered 
the employ of Frederick A. Conkling, a brother 
of Roscoe Conkling, and remained there until 
1857, long enough to receive atrainingin mer- 
cantile life, when he returned to Buffalo to be- 
come a principal of a public school, a position 
which he held for ten years. He went to 
Avrora, and while living there was elected 
School Commissioner. 

Returning to this city in 1871, he was reap- 
pointed Principal of a public school and held 
the place for ten years more, or until 
he was first elected Superintendent of 
Education. He has held the oftice con- 
tinuously since through the power of 
politics. All agree, whether of his own 
or of the opposition party, that a shrewder poli- 
tician never held the oftice of Superintendent of 
Education, with all the wer that the sole 
ruler of 800 employes must necessarily have. To 
besure, he has given Republican teachers places, 
but it was dene only when by so doing he 
could put some influential Republican under ob- 
ligations, and stifle opposition when it might be 
uncomfortable.

NO COMPROMISE LIKELY. 


THE LOUISIANA DEMOCRATS HOPELESS- 
LY DIVIDED. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Fob. 8.—The Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee to-day received a letter from 
Justice 8. D. MoEnery, the Democratic nominee 
for Governor, wiich reads as follows: 


The condition of the Democratic Party at this 
juncture js critical. At the last convention the (if. 
ference which separated the factions was the method 
of dealing with the lottery question, one faction de- 
siring to submit the amendment to a_ white 
primar vote, and the other that a plank 
should be placed in the pa opposing the adop- 
tion of the amendmen The primary election 
which preceded the convention returned a majority 
of the delegates in favor of the submission to a white 

rimary. tt igs my sincere conviction, and I believe 

t is shared by a great majority of Democratic voters, 
that the convention which assembied at Pike’s Hall 
at Baton Rouge constituted the regular authority of 
the party, and as such nominated a tioket for State 
ottices, But, as the condition of the party is critical, 
and it is absolute], essential that he party should be 
united, I think th®t at this time we ought to forego 
any advantages we may claim as the regular organi. 
gation, and altord those who left the party at Baton 
Rouge an opportunity to reunite he party. 

“T will therefore suggest that a proposition be 
made to those representing the Foster party to 
agree to a white primary election throughout the 
Biate and the assembling of another convention to 
lace a ticket before the people which will command 

6 universal support of the party.” 

Upon the receipt of the letter a communica- 
tion was addressed to E. B, Kruttsohnitt, Chair- 
man of the Foster or Anti-Lottery Executive 
Committee, embodying Justice McEnery’s sug- 
gestion in the following terms: 

First—That the nominees upon the two tickets, 
known as the “ McEnery” ticketand the “ Foster’ 
ticket, withdraw. 

Second—That the State Central Committees, known 
as the “McEnery State Central Committee " and 
the “ Foster State Central Committee,” join in a oall 
for anew primary election for delégates to a State 
Nomivating Convention to be held in the City of 
New-Orleans not later than March 6, 1892. d 

Third—The adoption by the two State Central 
Committees of a set of rules that will insure a fair 
and honest expression of the will of the Democratic 
voters, the prevention of frivolous contests, and an 
equal representation among the Commissioners of 
Election to the two contesting parties; the selection 
of said Commissioners to be made wy the Campaign 
Committees of the penpective Ganeye ithin the vari- 
ous parishes throughout the State to be uniform, and 
the primaries in the different parishes to be held on 
the same day, that day be fixed by the joint action 
of the State Central Committees. 


M. Kruttscennitt replied to the proposition 
late this evening as follows: 

“I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
even date, addressed to me as ‘Chairman of the Fos- 
ter Executive Committee.’ I do not hold, nor dol 
know of any one holding, an oftice where the tncum- 
bent bears the above title, and therefere beg here- 
with to return your letter.” 


Col Albert H ‘Leonard has come te an under- 
standing with the Campaign Committee of his 
party to-day, and formully accepted the nomi- 
nation of the Kepublicans for Gevenor. In the 
course of the letter he says: 

“The present bitter struggle betwoen the rival fac. 
tions of the Democratic Party offers us an unex- 
pected opportunity; but even though the Demo. 
cratic Party were united, it would atill be 
the dpty of the Republicans of Louisiana 
to nominate a State ticket and do all that 
honorably can be done to secure its success 
in the interest of liberty and good government. The 
factions into which the Democrats of this State are 

vided are not distinct litical parties. Each 
auaee to represent Democratic faith and Democratio 
principles. Each charges the other with being a 
combination organized merely to secure the spoils of 


ottice. 

“T do not reiterate this charge, but it is clear that 
the difference between them, except so far as the 
spoils of ofiice may be concerned, relates solely toa 

nestign which Will soon be settled, and such 
ifference will then sappear. These factions 
are not in the proper sense of the term 
opposing political parties, and opposing political 
arties are essential to the existence of free institu- 
ons. 

vd ere the people are free, opposing political 
parties are invariably found. Where such parties 
exist the people are invariably free. t fol- 
lows that where such parties dv not exist 
the people are not free. In 1877 the 
Democratic Party took forcible possession of the 
State Government and has ever since maintained its 
absolute power by violent and fraudulent means. 
The Republican Party of the state, though not de- 
stroyed, (as recent events show,) has been crushed 
and for all practical = the Democratic Party 
has been since 1877 the only political pasty in 
the State. For tifteen years the people of Louisiana 
have not been free. For fifteen years the people of 
Leulsiana have not had a Government such as is 

uaranteed to them by the Constitution of the 

nited States. A Government of Ce poems, by the 
people, and for the people is impossi le unless the 
eople are divided into political parities. Nosuch 
Bovernment has existed in this State for years. 

“The development of the magnificent material re- 
seurces of the State has been retarded and the 
nteliectual and moral tone of the people bas 

en lowered to a degree that seriously threat- 
ens the underlying principles on which society 
itself is based. The results have been disastrous 

ven tothe Demncratic Party, for, under the condi- 
{ions which that party has created, reckless and un- 
ecrupulous men have een, risen to place and 
power. Ifweare to judge of the future by the ex- 
perience of the past, the ensuing election will be de- 
ermined by ‘returning officers’ and not by votes. 
But many Democrats throughout the State have 
grown weary of the methods by which the Demo- 
cratic Party has maintained its usurpation. They 
kpow that such methods area survival ef barbarism. 

“There ig some reason to hope that the influence 
of many of the more jntelligent members of the 
Democratic Party will be exerted to prevent the 
bulldozing and the frauds at elections which 
have so long disgraced the fair name 
of Louisiana.

DE STEURS DIVORCE CASE 


THE WIFE OF THE DIPLOMA! 
ON THE STAND. 


SHE. TALKS FREELY OF HER TROUBLES 
AND SAYS THE BARON MORE THAN 
ONCE INSULTED AND HUMILIATED 
HER AT PUBLIC FUNCTIONS, 


B1oux Fats, 8. D., Feb. 8.—The De steurt 
divorce case comes up for trial to-day 
The plaintiff? is a daughter of the 
late Jobn Carey of New-York and 4 
cousin of the late John Jacob Astor, hel 
mother having been a daughter of William 
Beskhome Astor. She is said to possess an in- 
come of $100,000a year. Tho defendant, Al- 
phonso Eugene Lambert De Steurs, is Ministerx 
for the Netherlands in Paris. 

The partners to the suit were married April 
20, 1875, from the home of the biide’s father, 
corner of Madison Avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Street, New-York. Soon after the marriage 
the Baron and his bride went to France, 
to which post De Steurs had been as- 
signed. Three children were born, one 
whom hae since died. In June, 1890, the Bar rg 
ess left her husband, and the two hav. 
never met since. In the Summer of 1891 
the Baroness appeared in fioux Falls 
in the company of a handsome young man, who 
was known as William Elliott, but who has 
turned out to be William Elliott Zoborowski of 
New-York, who is sometimes known as Count 
Zoborowski. After having established he resti- 
dence, she began suit for divorce, alleging 
cruelty upon the part of her husband. 

She alleges that her husband tried to get her 
incarcerated in a private insane asylum and that 
he has taken her children from her, andintimatea 
that he was trying to get control of her fort- 
une. The Baron, in his answer, denies these 
charges and sets up the oclaim that she 
is the victim of a severe nervous disease which 
gives her an abnormal view of everything. 
There are in allsome twenty depositions in the 


case. The allegation of infidelity has been ex: 
cluded by the court and the case will be con: 
fined to the limits indicated. 

The first witness to take tho stand was the 
Baroness. She told the following story: ‘I 
was married in New-York City April 20, 
1875, by the Consul General of the 
Netherlands. My husband was then Chargé 
d’Affaires for his country at Washington. 
Soon after we went to Enrope traveling. 
We lived in London, my husband being Secretary 
of the Legation. From there we went to Paris, 
thence to Madrid, back to Paris, and then my 
husband went to Berlin while I went to the 
south part of France.” 

‘What was the character of your husband 
when in London?”’ 

“He was most unkind; he would scold me. 
He declared that I was a savage, an American 
one, without manners; that I was a baby 
and didn’t know “how to behave. This 
was always done before people. In Madrid, 
when he was Minister, it was the same. 
We were to have an official dinner on one occa- 
sion. That day the Czar of Russia was assassi- 
nated. The Baron rushed into the room, 
foaming at the mouth, and declared that I must 
countermand the invitations. I asked why. 
He declared thut it was. indecent to receive 
guests on the day of the death of the Czar of 
Russia. He became wild with rage when the 
guests arrived, and affronted them with the 
complaint that I was an American savage and 
did not know the duties devolving upon a Min- 
ister’s wife. 

‘*Ata dinner in New-York he jumped right up 
from the table, screamed at me, spit in my face, 
and said: ‘I wish toGod I had not married 
you!’ I left the table weeping, and was ill 
all night. One day he locked up our 
little six-year-old daughter in a dark chapel, 
putting her on top of some trunks. He took the 
key and started fromthe house. I ran out to 
him, made him give up the key, and let the 
child out. 

“One time when! was in Berlin,” continued 
the witness, “ he charged me with being un- 
faithful to him sgome ten or twelve months 
before. He finally told me if I would go to 
church and swear that I had been faithful he 
would be satisfied. I did so. He then saidI 
had perjured myself, but later said he believed 
me. He went back to France, but soon after 
came again and made the same charge. 

The witness was asked torecite the event of 
June 13, 1890, which was the climax of their 
married life. The Baroness said: ‘I was just 
getting ready to take my morning walk 
when tho saron came to my room in 
@ more than usually amiable frame 
of mind, and remarked: “It would be a favor 
if you would put the walk aside for 
this morning, as the sculptor ia cottiing.” 
I told him I would remain at home. 
Presently, my maid came rushing into 
my room crying, ‘ The house is looked, the win- 
dows barred, your room guarded, and the doc- 
tors are coming up the stairs,’ I was astonished. 
The doctors entered my apartments. They 
were Drs. Charcot and Cheurlot. Charcot told 
me I was mentally deranged. I asked him 
on what he based his opinion. He said any 
woman who treated so kind a husband in the 
manner I did must be insane. Then they 
prepared a certifloate in which they 
declared I was suffering from neurosis, 
and that I was unfit to take care 
of children. Suddenly my husband came 
into the room. I asked him toexplain. He said 
he would eat his lunch and thentellme [ 
waited. Three hours of agony, of torture, 
passed.” 

Here the Baroness broke down and cried. 
She then told how the Baron drove away with 
the children, and then of her escape to Wies- 
baden, and finally of her arrival in America. 

The cross-questioning was directed mainly to 
introduce testimony to injure the Baroness’s 
character. The court summarily ruled this out 
The defense began by trying to trace the move- 
ments of the witness from the time she left Paris, 
June 13, 1890, up to the present. ‘“ Isn’tit true 
that in case you get a divorce you intend to 
marry Mr. Elliott?” asked the defendant's 
attorney.

GOV. TILLMAN THINKS HE INTERFERES 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA AFFAIRS. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Feb. 8.—Seoretary Blaine 
having written Gov. Tillman remonstrating in 
@ measure at South Carolina having given per- 
mission to a French cable company to land in 
this State, and having intimated that it wasa 
matter of Federal jurisdiction, Gov. Tillman has 
answered rather curtly. 

After referring to the subject under discus- 
sion, Gov. Tillman said: 

‘Whatever the motive of Mr. Chandler’s in 
making the request which our Legislature fa- 
vorably considered, and whatever the opinion 
heretofore existing as to such matters being en- 
tirely under Federal control, I do not consider 
it possible that there will be suy clashing be- 
tween South Carolina and the National Govern 
ment about this matter. 

“The advisability and necessity of the United 
States Government being consulted in case of 
this kind is not denied by me, but I fail to see 
what a telegraphic cable has to do with foreign 
commerce. 

“The agent of the company has requested 
permission to land from the President, and has 
thus acknowledged both the State and Federal 
authority, and I must say that I consider the 
one as necessary as the other.”

. SEARCHING FOR THE DEAD. 


THE WORK OF DIGGING OUT THE BODIES 
OF THE VICTIMS. 


Work at the ruing of the Hotel Royal was re- 
sumed early yesterday morning, when a force of 
100 men was turned in upon the mass of black- 
ened timbers and grimy débris that marked the 
tire’s wreck. Down into the mass the men dug, 
and almost before that part of the city was 
astir there had been piled up in Sixth Avenue 
and Fortieth Street great heaps of the stuff, 
sooty and dripping, which converted the thor- 
oughfares in the neighborhood into a mat of 
sloppy mud. 

The firemen coming early on duty found that 
the removal of the débris could not be long 
safely continued, because the adjoining walls 
Were broken and looked as if they might topple 
overatany time upon the workmen below. Orders 
Were given to pull down the. walls, and upon 
this work the men were engaged nearly all day. 

In removing the fresh heaps of brick, mortar, 
and timber which had stood as walls, the men 
dug further into the mass ofthe wreck. This 
work uncovered the first bodies found since the 

before, and indicated to those in charge 
that some of the occupants of the hotel had 
tried to escape by the stairway and had per- 
ished in the attempt. Most of the bodies were 
recovered near where the stairway had been. 

It was avout 9 o’clock when the orders were 

ven to pull down the walls. The men had not 

rought thetr ropes and grapplers to the spot 
when a shout was heard trom above. A fire- 
qwan thrust his head through a gap near the top 
ofthe building and was calling for men to help 
him remove a body. Several tiremen clambered 
up stairs. Ina few minutes they brought down 
@ human burden. The body was that of a woman. 
Fire had made wholly impossible any hope of 
recognition, destroying the features and char- 
ting the flesh terribly. Theonly chance to iden- 
~s the body was furnished by a chased ring of 
d worn on the third finger of the left hand. 
he flames had done their destroying work so 
completely that the men had to exercise the 
utmost care to lower the body at all. It took 
them more than half an hour to accomplish it. 

The discovery of this body excited a fear that 
others might have perished on that floor. That 

art of the building bad been swept by the 

ames until the entire floor resembied a hall 
more thanasct ofrooms. Partitions had fallen 
in or were half burned away, and it could not 
be learned whether the woman had fallen In a 
rvom or in a corridor. Tho inner walis had 
been parted with great craeks, and the outer 
walls of brick, showing black fron the streot, 
es if a soot brush bad been drawn across thom, 
had mn baked until they bulged out. The 
wall cornice at the roof overhung this remnant 
of the building, ready to fall, apparently, at a 
touch and to earry with it portions of the wall 
Well below the top story. 

‘The thorough search of the fifth floor, which 
the firemen undertook, was a task full of danger. 
It had to be done carefully, lest a false step or 
the slightest jar might hurl the men into the 
ruins below. ere was no hurrying such work. 
While it went on those below wai It lasted 
® half hour, consuming the time until 10 o’clock. 
its progress was watched not only with anxiety 
by those immediately below, but by the thou- 
sands of spectators, attracted by the —— of 
the finding of a body, who pressed against the 
police lines and waited, eager to catch whatever 
inight be seen or heard of the work of recovery. 
Crowds had stood about all the morning, but 
they were only a handful to the multitude that 
rashed in when the prospect really presented it- 
self of gratifying a ghoulish taste for the hor- 
rible. 

When the firemen descended at 10 o'clock, 
certain there were no more bodies en the fifth 
floor, the ropes and —— were fastened to 
a piece of wall about way in the hotel near 

he Fortieth Street side. The wall was standing 

© the third stery. Fire had done everything 
possible with it except to knock itdown. There 
were crooked seams in it und black cracks, and 

t bulged in places, overhanging the débris be- 

ow, &@ menace to one who might dare tio go 
under it. Them da not find it eaay to han- 
dle, however, and it was necessary to secure a 
fresh hold upon it several times and to carry 
the rope out into the avenue, with the 
full force of workmen and as many more volun- 
teers tugging at it with all their might for some 
minutes before it yielded. 

The wall toppled over at last with a loud 
crash, and when the cloud of dust made by it 
lifted the crowd saw a line of ragged, blackened 
wallin the rear of this point of attack nearly 
as menacing in appearance as the fallen mass 
had been. It was what remained of a party or 
dividing wall which had stood as a brick parti- 
tion for the rear section of the hotel on the 
Fortieth Street side. Where it had broken away 
with the first mass it let daylight into the 
fiame-swept floor in which the woman’s body 
had been found at 9 0’clook. The fallen mass 
had also left exposed a ruin of wooden and 
brick-filed partitions extending two stories 

the ground. 

The destruction of the brick wall had heaped 
up débris to sueh a height as to interfere seri- 

usly with further grappling, and it was decided

It was dangerous to go fur- 
ther, for the removal of the débris left the 
broken walls and partitions with loss and less 
support, and they had begun to break and fall 
in pieces on the place where the digging was in 
progress. 

Bince there seemed to be no hope of going 
muck further, the warnings of the falling walls 
were ed, and the picks, grapplers, and 
ropes again came into use. Early in the after- 
noon another pile of débris filled the working 
space, and everything above which threatened 
danger had been removed. 

the time the crowds of spectators hid in- 
creased. eg reached far outside the police 
lines, filled the upper sidewalks of Bryant 
Park clear to Forty-second Street along 
Sixth Avenue, and they took _ entire 
possession of Fortieth Street, half way 
over to Fifth Avenue, packin the 
stoops of private residences to the complete ex- 
clusion of occupants who might be oat, and rais- 
ing a solid barrier against exit. The southern 
half of Bryant Park was closed to the public. 

While the guard lines were well maintained 
by the ss many persens were able to get 
within them. The street heaps furnished clam- 
bering places for spectators who were nimble 
enough to scramble over while the eye of vigil- 
ance was turned away for the instant. Many of 
those who got close to the ruins in this way 
were afterward driven back. This furnished 
active employment for severa! policemen. 

The rules were quite elastic in regard to those 
who had business there or some persona! inter- 
est in the result of the search. In the course of 
the day persons got within the lines who were 
looking for relatives or for property. Among 
them was Mr. Van Norden, whose wife, the 
daughter of Isaac Bernstein and sister-in-law of 
A. B. de Freoe, perished in the fire.

He said. he went on duty at 7 o'clock 
Saturday night and was busy with the engine 
until midnight. At that hour, as was his cus- 
tom, he reported to the night clerk. H. J. Levy 

turned to the hotel at 2 o’clock and want- 

to ride up in the elevator, which was 
not running. A little before 3 o'clock, Hard- 
ing said, he went through the house upstairs. 
Returning to the engine room, he noticed smoke 
floating near the ceiling. He thoughtit migbt 
be steam and started to go up stairs to see if a 
eee was leaking. The stairway had then filled 
with smoke. Kemembering that three men— 
Patrick Cahill, Martin Murray, and John Eck—

‘ben Harding rushed upstairs through the 
smoke and, gathering the hotel books lying 
loose, piled them on the counter so that they 
might be ready for instant removal. As he did 
this, he heard screaming from the top floor,where 
Katie Reilly,achambermaid and his sweetheart,’ 
slept. Heranfor the stairway, where he met 
Mr. Yates and Mr. Wellman, two of the board- 
ers, trying to grope their way out. While he 
was trying to assist them the stairway fell. 
Harding knew no more until he was revived in 
the open air, having been hauled out of the 
ruins by some one. 
yd theory of the fire was that it came 
roma match thrown from the elevator car. 
There had been trouble all through the evening 
from escaping gas. Gas would not burn in the 
elevator. Harding looked for the reason and 
found the pipe that fed the elevator twisted. 
He remedied that, but while the trouble 
lasted the elevator shaft smelled strongly of 
gas. The light went out every time the elevator 
descended, and the elevator boy, in lighting it, 
threw his maftohes on the floor of the car. Hard- 
ing thought one of the matches, still burning, 
might have been carelessly tossed out of the 
shaft. Falling to the bottom, the flame slowly 
spread until it touched inflammable stuff, and 
the draught of the shaft and stairway then 
sucked it swiftly up stairs. 

In this connection an incident related yester- 
day by Nellie Moran, a chambermaid, is of in- 
terest. She quit work atl o’clock. As she was 
about leaving for the rooms across Sixth 
Avenue occupied 8 servants’ quarters, 
assed throug the kitchen, where 
the lights were brightly burning. The 
help had gone and no one was there. She spoke 
to the engineer about the lights and he prom- 
ised to put them out. She did not know whether 
he did so or not, but she warned him about the 
lights because she thought there was danger in 
es so many of them with no one to watch 
them. 

In the afternoon ason of Mrs. Sieight, the 
elderly boarder who had a room one flight 
up stairs on the Fortieth Street side 
and who was rescued, secured help and 
got her effects from the room. They con- 
sisted of several trunks, some furniture, 
and smali belongings. He said she had prop- 
erty packed in the baggage room, aud expected 
to lose by its destruction not less than $3,000, 

Word came in the afternoon of the safety of 
the persons registered as Morris Gould and wife, 
who were reported missing in yesterday's ac- 
counts. H. illis, a liveryman, said he had 
sent a oarriage tothe hotel for this couple 
at 10 o’clock Saturday night and had taken 
them to Seventy-third Street, where ‘“ Mrs, 
Gould” alighted. Her companion was then 
driven to the Christopher Street Ferry. This 
couple appear to have been old and reg- 
ular patrons both of the hotel and liv- 
ery. A carriage from Willis’s took H. J. 
Levy and a theatre party from the Grenoble tu 
Harrigan’s Theatre, and after returning them 
there, it carried Mr. Levy to the hotel, where he 
met his death. He lived at the hotel with his 
brottier. 

Scenes of the early part of the day were un- 
changed as the afternoon passed. The ruins 
proved as attractive as ever to the crowds of 
spectators, and the windows of every elevated 
train were filled with faces taking flying 
glimpses of the scene. The arrival of 
the Morgué wagon and pine cottins in Fortieth 
Street fed the morbid gaze of growing crowds in 
that thoroughliare. On the sidewalk near the 
cotfins were laid bits of clothing, furniture 
hangings and trunks, chairs, bits of carpet, pil- 
lows, scraps of writing, with a love missive in 
verse, and all kinds of rubbish as it was fished 
out of the black hole where the men were dig-

° The Sanitary Corps appeared late in the after- 
noon, when the removal of débris to the old 
level indicated theneed ofsome purifying agent. 
Dr. Edson visited the scene to see what 
might be needed in this line. The other ofticial 
visitors included Mayor Grant, Police Commis- 
sioners Voorhis and McClave, Fire Commis- 
sioner Robbins, and Health Oificer Jenkins. 

The opinion of Chief Konner, who directed 
work at the ruins, that the chief loss of life 
had occurred near the atairway, and that 
bodies would be found there, was confirmea 
as the clearing process went on, and the need of 
sanitary aid became apparent. Assoon as he 
reached this conclusion, the Chief made ar- 
rangements for the work to go on ail 
night, and said he would keep 100 men 
steadily at it until everything was oleured 
away. He thought it might take a day or two 
to finish everything. His decision met the full 
approval of the authorities, and 60 long as there 
may be achance of finding bodies work will be 
kept going day and night. 

At about 3 o’elock a human foot was found 
between the Sixth Avenue entrance to the 
hotel and the elevator shaft. An hour or so 
later, the men took out its companion. They 
eame across a piano & little later, under which 
a body was thought to be lodged. While 
ai bey 3 to extract it, another body was found. It 
Was thatof a very large woman, aud was burned 
and mangled past recognition except from 
the size. Not long afterward, and be- 
fore the iano could be moved, the 
body of anotber womar, also in a terrible con- 
dition, came in sight. Scarcely anything re- 
mained of it except the trunk, and even thet 
could not be lifted entire into the coffin. A set 
of teeth was near tho shapeless mass. 

At 8 o’clock the men found another body, also 
of a woman, in w frightful condition. The 
lower limbs were gone, only one arm re- 
mained, and the skull was battered. Long 
braids of black hair hung from the back of the 
skull. The trunk appeared to be nude except 
for a blanket shawl in which it was wrapped. 
A pocketbook was lying under the body. In it 
was a visiting card engraved: “Mrs. Cate, 22 
Seventh Avenue.” 

At that address last night a colored woman 
named Martha Herbert, who said she was Mrs. 
Cate’s maid, told a Timesreporter that Mrs. Cate 
went to Washington on Saturday, and that she 
(Martha) had received a letter from Mrs. Cate 
saying she would come home to-day. Martha 
said she knew Mrs. Cate sometimes called 
at the Hotel Royal to visit a woman friend of 
hers who lived there. She added that Mrs. Cate 
had light hair. The twelfth body, under which 
the pocketbook was found, was that of a wo- 
man with long black hatr. 

On the back of the visiting card was pen- 
ciled “Frank Wolf, Jr., 8:15 P. M.” Martha 
Herbert said she had never seen or heard of 
such & person. 

Work at the ruins last night was assisted by a 
calcium light and asteam derrick. One of Mr. 
Meares’s valuable paintings, *‘The Two Jest- 
ers,” came to the surface at this time, 
besides a wine closet, with the botties 
etill unbroken. There was good reason to 
suppose at that time that more bodies would be 
found. Atwidnight work was suspended fora 
half hour to give the laborers a chance to rest. 

The tire authorities had their attention called 
repeatedly during the day and evening to the 
report thatthe fire had fifteen minutes’ head- 
way before an alarm wasturvedin. It was said 
last night that this matter would be inveati- 
gated to the bottom. 

A telegram was received yesterday from 
Cincinnati asking if the body or eifects of 
Samuel MoGlasson, a hotel clerk of that city, 
had veen found in the ruins. The telegram 
stated that McGlasson was in New-York 
and usually staid at the Hotel Royal. One 
thing that made the authors of the 
dispatch believe McGlasson was among the vic- 
tims of the fire was that the press dispatches 
sent West Sunday described a watch found in 
the ruins as having the initials “8. M.” on the 
case. The dispatches were in error onthis point, 
however, as the initisle on the watch case were 
yesterday found te be “ F. M.”" With the watch 
were found a black card case and a lady's 
reticule. 

Coroner Shea yesterday assumed charge of 
the bodies of the victims of the tire as they 
were removed from the ruins. He was at the 
scene ali day, and under his direction all the bod- 
ies were taken to the Morgue. As soon as all 
the ruins have been explored and the number 
of lives lost is fully established, he will set a 
a day for tho inquest. : 

Deputy Coroner Donlin was at the Morgue 
during the day prepared to give death certifi- 
cates to the relatives of the dead as soon as the 
remains were identified.

She had left on 
Saturday, saying she was going to meet 
some women friends from a Western 
city :who were staying “at the Hotel 
Royal. She expected to go to some entertain- 
ment with them in the evening and stay at 
their rooms Saturday night. When she did not 
appear at her desk in the Sturtevant House 
Sunday afternoon when she was due for busi- 
ness, fears for her safety were aroused,and the 
search began which ended in finding her at the 
hospital. 

Word was sent to Miss Green’s father, Valen- 
tine Green, who lives at 575 Gates Avenue, 
Brooklyn. He called at the hospital yesterday, 
and was permitted to see his daughter. She is 
still unconscious. Her condition seemed rathor 
more favorable F gaag: men although her case is 
still critical. he base of her skull and her 
thigh bone are fractured, and she sustained a 
severe concussion of the brain. 


SCENES AT THE MORGUE. 


CROWDS OF VISITORS, BUT FEW IDENTI- 
FICATIONS, 


Visitors thronged the Morgue all day yester- 
day and far into the night. Many hundreds 
have viewed the charred remains of the victims 
of the Hotel Royal fire. The keepers would 
allow only those to see the bodies who were 
either relatives or friends of missing persons. 

At 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning four more 
bodies arrived at the Morgue. These were 
numbered 6,7, 8, and 9. No. 6 was a woman 
about thirty years of age. No. 7 was the man 
afterward identified as A. A. Townsend of New- 
Haven, Conn. No. 8 was an unknown woman. 
No. 9 was afterward found te be Miss Mary 
Begley, the housekeeper of the hotel. Samuel 
Chorley, @ bell boy of the Hotel Royal, partially 
identified the woman in casket No. 1 as Mrs. 
Lewis, wife of Bookmaker Lewis, and the man 
in casket No. 4 as her husband. The authori- 


ties thought these identifications were not suf- 
ficient. The Lewises had been at the hotel for 
tive months, 

The first positive identification of the day was 
that of Mary Begley, who was recognized by Miss 
Bridget Begley, her sister. The body was ver 
badly burned and it was very difficult to identi- 
fy it. Miss Begley had a set of false upper teeth 
which were made by Edward Fagan, a dentist 
of 362 Sixth Avenue. Dr. Fagan was sent for. 
On his arrival he immediately recognized the 
teeth by his private mark. Miss Bogley was 
born in County Longford, Ireland, fifty-one 
years ago. She had been in America for thirty 

ears. The last sixteen years she was house- 

eeper at the Hotel Royal. 

Miss Bridget Begley resides at 200 East Forty- 
third Street. The body was removed,on an 
order from Coroner Messemer, to her home, 
where the funeral will take place to-morrow 
morning. 

Every one was certain that the body of the 
inan in Casket No. 7 was that of A. A. Townsend 
of New-Haven, Conn. The body was clothed in 
& white linen night shirt, a pair of trousers, and 
avest. In the trousers pockets were a bunch of 
keys and a tablet with the name “A. A. Town- 
send, 114 Church Street, New-Haven, Conn.” 
On the lining of the trousers pocket was “A. A. 
Townsend.” This was a tailor’s mark. Inthe 
vest was $12.75 in money. 

J. W. Sehroeder of New-Haven viewed the 
body and positively identified itas that of Mr. 
Townsend. The latter was a coal dealer of 
New-Haven. He was formerly aman of wealth, 
but had met with reverses. He leaves a wife 
and two children, Mr. Townsend was a promi- 
neut member of the Knights of Pythias. He 
was Financial Secretary of the Roger Sherman 
Lodge, of New-Haven. 

Early in the evening the body was viewed by 
R. E. Baldwin, a coal merchant of 59 Btevens 
Street, New-Haven, and H. P. Hubbard, a pub- 
lisher of this city, who corroborated the identi- 
fication of Mr, Svhroeder. Mr. Baldwin obtained 
apermit from the Coroner and will take the 
body to New-Hlaven this morning. Townsend 
had been to Washington, D. U., on business, and 
was on his way home. 

Charles M. Davis of 120 Broadway called at 
the Morgue to see if he could identify Miss Alice 
A. Davis of Philadelphia. He had received a 
telegram from Miss Davis’s father, his brother, 
in Philadelphia, saying that she had gone to 
New-York three or four days ago tu do some 
shopping, and had been stopping at the Hotel 
Royal. Mr. Davis could not recognize his niece 
among the dead. 

The body of Henry J. Levy, which was in 
casket No. 5, was removed at 11:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning by Undertaker Kakelas to his 
establishment, at 243 East Forty-ninth Street. 
The order for the removal was granted by Cor- 
oner Levy. The burial will be in Salem Fields, 
Brooklyn, to-day. 

A well-dressed woman inquired for any in- 
formation of Mrs. Cora Henderson of Denver, 
Col., who registered on Saturday night from 
London, England. She could not identify any 
of the bodies. Bell Boy Chorley said that he 
saw Mrs. Henderson in the Nicholas drug store 
at ns Street and Sixth Avenue on Sunday 
night. 

Two women called in the afternoon and said 
that Henry J. Levy had taken a young woman 
to the theatre on Saturday night. The girl had 
not been seen saince. They thought she was 
dead. They did not recognize any of the bodies. 
They refused to give the wissing girl’s name. 

A man who refused to give his name, but who 
was very much affected with emotion, looked for 
Mrs. Rogers of Brooklyn. He said he was sure 
she was lost. He would not give hive his name. 

Among the callers at thé Morgue was Mra. 
Jane Waters of Dean Street and Underhill 
Avenue, Brooklyn. Mrs. Waters was looking 
for her brovher, Walter Maguire. She said he 
was missing, and often slept witha porter of 
the Hotel Royal named Jennings. The latter 
had not been reported missing. Maguire had 
been workingin arestaurant at Third Avenue 
and Fourteenth Street. 


THE HOTEL’S FIRE ESCAPES. 


WHAT SUPERINTENDENT BRADY HAS TO 
SAY ABOUT THEM. 


Superintendent Thomas J. Brady, the head of 
the Bureau of Inspection of Buildings, strenu- 
ously denied that he was in any way to blame 
for the lack of adequate means of escape from 
the burned hotel. 

“The fallacious idea prevails with about two- 
thirds the population of New-York,” Mr. Brady 
said, *‘ that the rire Department has supreme 
control over every building in the city, and that 
we can dispossess, without the slightest diffi- 
culty, the occupants of any building whichis 
deemed unsafe from our point of view. This is 
mostabsurd, All that we have the power to do 
is to direct that the owner of an unsafe build- 
ing take immediate steps to render it safe, and 
if he does not comply with the direc tion within 
thirty days the matteris giveninto the hands 
of the attorney for the Fire Department, who 
in turn gives the owner a short space of time in 
which to follow the directions of tne depart- 
ment. If the owner permits this period to 
elapse without taking any steps to improve the 
safety of his building, legal proceedings against 
him are begun and he is forced to comply. 

“This is precisely what occurred in the case 
of the Hotel Royal. This department has been 
obliged to compel, by means of suits, the owner 
ot the building, Heyman Israel, to accede to 
every demand made looking to the safety of the 
occupants in case of fire. 

*Lwill give you,” continued Mr. Brady, “a 
short history of the dealings of this department 
witn the Hotel Royal peopie. In 1881 the own- 
er of the building wade application for the 
privilege of increasing by one story the height 
ofa portion of the hotel, then five stories high. 
On Feb. 9,1881, under the administration of 
Mr. Esterbrook, this application was denied. 
The major portion of the hotel was at this time 
butfour stories in height, and permission was 
asked for the heightenipy of the part known as 
No. 692 to five stories. This was granted on 
March 31, 1882. 

“ Until the year 1885 the onlys fire escape with 
which the hotel was provided was iu ihe rear of 
the building, which faced on sixth Avenue. 
This tire escape extended from the top floor and 
ended in a small courtyard. It was practically 
useless, a8 auy One escaping to the courtyard on 
the tire escape would be in a worse predica- 
ment than he would have been br remaining on 
the top floor of the building. 

“On Jan. 8 the department ordcred that fire 
escapes be placed ou the sixth Avenne front, 
tuking in the three centre windows -at the sev- 
oud, third, fourth, and fifth stories, with iron 
stairs connecting the balconies. Fire escapes 


' were also ordered to be provided on the lortieth 


Street front, taking in the seventh, eighth, 
ninth, aud tenth windows easterly from mixta 
Avenue; to ve placed at the secoud, third, 
fourth. and filth atories, and to be vonuected 


These orders were served on Dev. Y, Lsso, They 


/ were not complied with; the matter was placed 
| in the hands uf the departineut attorney, and 
| guit was brought against the owner of tho build- 


ing. On June 11, 1886, the fire escapes having 
been provided, the action was dismissed. 
* Quau inspection which was made of the 


hotel’s tire escapes on March 15, 180, it was . 


found that the jolding ladders, which dropped 
from one balcony to another, wero kept con- 
stanily folded, and that they had remained im

their folded position for so long a time that the 
locks, which had to be sprung before they could 
be lowered, were rusted, so that in case of fire 
great difficulty would have been experienced in 
operating the apparatus. The department 

rdered that the ladders be kept constantly 

owered and chained and locked at each balcony. 
This order we were also obliged to place in the 
hands of the department attorney, and on Aug. 
20, 1890, it was complied with. 

“T notice,” continued Mr. Brady, ‘“‘that some 
of the evening newspapers criticise me for not 
enforoing the rope fire-escape law, which was 
passed by the State Legislature at the instance 
of the Commercial Travelers’ Association short- 
ly after the great hotel tire in Buffalo about four 
years ago. These papers have F ghee tor- 
gotten that this law was declared unconstitu- 
tional shortly after its passuge, although man 
of the hotels, the Hotel Royal among bem, atill 
retained the rope fire escapes which they were 
forced by the law to provide.” 

The Inspector of Buildings of the district 
within which the Hotel Royal was situated is 
Daniel M. Keeley. Mr. Brady was asked when 
Inspector Keeley made his last report regard- 
ing the condition of the Hotel Royal. 

“It is not customary,” replied Mr. Brady, 
“for Inspectors to make any other than verbal 
reports regarding the condition of buildings in 
their districts unless they find some deticiency 
in the line of public safety which needs to be 
rectified. Then they make written reports to 
the department. About eight montns ago 
Inspector Keeley found that the coal slide in 
front of the Hotel Royal was in a dangerous 
condition, and, after notifying the hotel people 
to have the matter attended to, he made a writ- 
ten statement of the facts to the department. 
Since that time he has made no written report 
regarding the Hotel Royal particularly, and in 
none of his verbal reports did he state that the 
fire escapes on the building were inadequate.”’ 

* Did you ever make a personal inspection of 
the hotel?” 

** I never have, nor would I have been able to 
find time to do so, even had it been considered 
necessary. Iam obliged to rely entirely upon 
the Inspectors for information regarding the 
buildings within their districts. 

“ Asamatter of fact,” continued the Super- 
intendent, ‘‘itis my opinion that it was net so 
much the lack of tire escapes aa the delay in 
turning inanalarm which made the calamity 
so fatal. I have been informed by Chief Bonner 
that the fire had probably been burning at least 
half an hour before the Fire Department was 
notified, and even if there had been a fire es- 
cape at each window the danger would not have 
been greatly lessened when thia fact is consid- 
ered. I think there shouldbe a law compelling 
the owners of hotels and apartment houses to 
employ at least one night watchman. Had 
there been o night watchman at the Hotel 
Royal, tinder box as it undoubtedly was, proba- 
bly not one life would have been lost. 

* Among the amendments to the building laws 
shortly to be presented in the Assembly there is 
one, the substance of which I am not at liberty 
to give at present, which will serve to prevent 
henceforth the erection of any large buildings 
that are not fire-proof.”’ 


MARSHAL MITCHEL’S INVESTIGATION. 
Fire Marshal Mitchel began his investigation 
of the causes of the fire yesterday by sending 
out subpoenas for Night Clerk Underwood, the 
proprietor, Nixht Engineer Harding, and Porter 
Michael Cahill. Mr. Phelps, the junior partner 


in the firm of proprietors, and Porter Cabill 
were the only ones found by the subpoena serv- 
ere in time for yesterday's hearing. 

Mr. Phelps could shed no light upon the mat- 
ter whatever, and his statement, therefore, was 
not taken. Porter Cahill’s statement was in 
substance as follows: 

Cahill had been off duty Saturday night, and 
returned to the hotel between 1 and 2 o’elock 
Sunday morning. He found the night clerk and 
engineer in the office, and asked the engineer 
to vall him at 6 o’clock, and then he retired. His 
rootn was with the other male help, in the base- 
ment, in the extreme northwest corner of the 
building. To get to it he passed down the stairs 
leading from the rear of the office to the pantry 
and across the pantry. te 

To the soutb of the pantry and sleeping room 
was the kitchen, with the range against the 
south wall. The range was just opposite and 
about fifteen feet from the door leading to the 
pantry, and just inside this pantry door was the 
staircase leading to the office. Cahill was 
aroused from sleep by the noise of persons in 
the office and street. He quickly drew on his 
clothes and sought escape wy the stairs, but 
found the kitchen enveloped in flames and the 
staircase on tire. So he ran out through the 


‘pantry to the area under the Fortieth Street 


vault lights, and to the eastern end, where there 
was a sidewalk elevator shaft, but this was 
locked. After groping around under the side- 
walk he removed the cover of a coal hole and 
was pulled up through the hole to the street. 

Cahill could give no information about the 
other occupante of the basement bedroom, but 
believed they all escaped. 


LOSSES AND INSURANCE, 


BOTH OWNER AND LESSEE FULLY PRO- 
TECTED AGAINST LOSS. 


Almost the entire loss by the fire will fall upon 
the insurance companies, Both Mr. Israel, the 
owner of the property, and Mr. Meares, the 
lessee, carried a line of insurance up to the full 
value of their interests. Mr. Israel, in an inter- 
view published in Ture Times yesterday, placed 
@ valuation of about $120,000 on his property. 
The list of his policies shows that he carried 
$115,000 insurance on the building, and $14,000 


on the rentals. Mr. Meares, through his broker, 
R. D. Alliger, of 11 Pine #treet, had $71,500 
insurance on the contents of the building. This 
it was stated yesterday in insurance circles was 
considered an overvaluation by the interested 
companies. 

No salvage of any kind 1s expected on the fur- 
niture and other furnishings, but the companies 
will probably make a fight against paying the 
full insurance, on the ground of overinsur- 
ance, Whether they will succeed in reducing 
the claims is, however, declared to be problemat- 
tical, as Mr. Meares had a number of art works 
in his possession the value of which it will be 
pretty hard to determine. 

It 18 not thought the loss on the machinery 
and rentals will amount to the full face of the 
policies. The machinery being in the basement, 
the experts figure that it must have been pretty 
well covered with the falling floors, so that it 
may be found in comparatively good condition. 

As to the rentals, the usual form of policy pro- 
vides that the insuring company shall only be 
liable for the loss during a period of time sutti- 
cient to restore the building as it stood before 
the fire. With the present fine weather itis es- 
timated that the place could be rebuilt on the 
former plan within four months. This would 
only make the insurance companies liable for 
one-third of the face of the policies. The insur- 
ance in detail is as follows:

PENSIONS IN MISSISSIPPI,

AN ALLEGED DEAL TO CEN- 
TRALIZE THE COAL TRAFFIC, 


FREQUENT AND MYSTERIOUS CONFER- 
ENCES AMONG COAL PRESIDENTS— 
Js PIERPONT MORGAN SAID TO BE 
INTERESTED—BOOM IN COAL STOCKS. 


The recent conferences between the Presi- 
dents of the coal-carrying railroads have,given 
rise to no end of surmises and started innumer- 
ablerumors. It is an indisputable fact that 
President McLeod of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad spent almost every day last week 
in this city conferring with President J. Rogers 
Maxwell of the Jersey Central, President Sam- 
ual Sloan of the Lackawanna, and Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. 

Whether anything practical was accomplished 
by these conferences wiil be made known when 
the persons concerned in them get ready to 
speak. At present allof the gentlemen named 
are either dumb or non-committal. 

The story that Wall Street has taken a strong 
fancy to is to the effect that a great coal trust 
or “harmony combination” will be formed 
which shall inolude the prinoipal coal-producing 
and coal-carrying interests of the country. Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan is credited with having 
shown an active interest in bringipg this deal 
about, and he declined to either affirm or deny 
the soft impeachment when asked about it yes- 


terday. He seemed to be perfectly contented 
with the way that things were going, and mem- 
bers of the anthracite coal trade generally were 
in buoyant spirits. 

There is no doubt that important negotiations 
are pending between the Keading, Lackawanna, 
Jersey Central, Lehigh Valley, and possibly 
Delaware and Hudson and the Erie. That they 
will lead to any changes in the managements of 
the several roads 1s, however, stoutly denied by 
ofticers of eachroad. That a general board of 
control over the coal trattic may be established 
is altogether likely. In the meantime the Wall 
Street speculative interest in these coal stocks 
is at high tension. 

In Delaware, Lackawanna and Western stock 
there wassomething which looked enough like 
@ corner to remind Wall Street that ** Deacon” 
8. Vv. White was again active. The quotations 
were run up to 159 as the highest point for the 
day and the close was at158, a gain of 64 
points for the day. Reading touched 503 and 
closed at 49%, an advance of 353 points. Dela- 
ware and Hudson picked up three-quarters ofa 
point and New-Jersey Central 34. It was a 
good day for the coal stooks all around. 

There was plenty of talk that speculative 
causes were at the bottom of the boom, but the 
general explanation of it lay in the belief that 
the coal roads had reached an agreement. A 
Philadelphia repurt was to the effeet that a 
syndicate of bankers had undertaken the task 
of concentrating the coal business in the hands 
of seven or eight great corporations now en- 
gaged in the tratiio, driving out the individual 
operator, and doing away with the middleman. 
Buch a change would give the companies 25 
cents @® ton more profit without inoreasing 
prices to the consumer. Each railroad by this 
plan would buy up and secure control of the 
tonnage originating along its line. 

At the railroad offices in this city nobody 
would admit that anything was known of 
such adeal. Mr. Sloan of the Delaware, Lack- 
@wanna and Western talked of the tonic ef- 
fects of buying up interests which wanted 
profitable investments. President Maxwell of 
the Jersey, Central left his ottice early in the 
day, and he said that the formation of a coal 
combination was new to him. 


SIXTH AVENUE SURFACE LINE. 


IT WILL PROBABLY BE LEASED BY THE 
METROPOLITAN TRACTION COMPANY. 


Negotiations have been under way recently 
looking to the transfer of the control of the 
Sixth Avenue surface road to the Metropolitan 
Traction Company, which uow operates the 
Broadway road, the Houston, West Street and 
Pavonia Ferry, aud the Twenty-third Street 
surface roads. The Traction is an organization 
of wide-spreading interest. It was organized 
last year for the purpose of operating the 
Broadway and other roads mentioned. Its 


chief stockholders are W. L. Elkins and P. A. B. 
Widener of Philadelphia and William 0. Whit- 
ney, Daniel 8. Lamont, Henry Thompson, and 
W. B. Dinsmore of this city. The organization 
is practically the same that controls the street 
railroads in Philadelphia. 

According to the statement of one of the in- 
terested parties, the Sixth Avenue road will be 
leased in perpetuity, the consideration being a 
guurantee to the stockholders equivalent to the 
average earnings of the road for the past few 


years. 

Mr. William ©. Whitney said last evening that 
it was true that negotiations for the leasing of 
the Sixth Avenue surface road were in: prog- 
ress, but that nothing had been detinitely de- 
termined upon. The traction company was de- 
barred by law from becoming the lessee of any 
road, but the Sixth Avenue Road would proba- 
bly be leased by the Houston, West Street and 
Pavonia line, which was pari of the Metropoli- 
tan traction system. When asked ifthe use of 
the trolley was contemplated on the Sixth Ave- 
nue Road, Mr. Whitney replied: ‘Oh, that 
matter has not even been considered yet.” 

Ameeting of the stookholders of the Sixth 
Avenue Railroad is called for to-day, but not for 
the purpose of considering this matter of leas- 
ing the road. Thirty days’ notice must be given 
toeach stockholder before any definite action 
on that subject can be taken.

‘The intention is to 
organize anew Company for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the necessary oharterfrom the State, and when 
this is done the franchises cau be turned over tu the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas. The new corporation 
is to be capitalized at $1,000,000, though of course 
it is not expected thatthe new line ean be built for 
thatsum.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—Onoe morea gain is to be re- 
corded in egst-bound shipments, the statement for 
last week showing a total of 105,259 tdns by all 
lines, against 96,812 tons for the preceding week 
and 75,467 tons for the corresponding week last year. 
This was caused notso much by a stimulated move- 
ment fromthe West as by an increased supply of 
cara with which to mové the accumulation of freight 
toward the soaboard. The fact that the Michigan 
Central was open for the transportation of all freight 
offered, while nearly all iis competitors were tem- 
porarily blockaded, enabled that road to outstrip all 
others in the amount of itstonnage. It carried 1,000 
tons more than the Lake Shore or Fort Wayne, and 
at jeast 6,00U tons more than any other road. 

The shipments of tlour, grain, aud provisions from 
Chicago to the seaboard by tne linea in the Central 
Trame Association amonnted to 71,753 tons, against 
70,097 for the prece'ting week, an increaseoft 756 
tons, and against 40,550 for the corresponding week 
last year, an increase of 31,203 tons. The Vander- 
bilt lines carried 52 per cent. of the trafiic, the 
Pennsylvania lines 24 per cent, the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk 14 per cent, aud the Baltimore and 
Ohio 10 per cent.

NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 





TWO.RACE-POOL BILLS PRESENTED IN 
THE ASSEMBLY LAST NIGHT. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 8.—The race-pool Ddilis 
were presented in the House to-night by Parker 
of Monmouth. They are therefore presumably 
agreeable to the Monmouth race course people. 
The fact that they set no limit on the racing 
season indicates that they are also agreeable to 
the Guttenberg folks. One of them provides 
that the Freeholders of the county may grant 
licenses to open race tracks with all their para- 
phernalia for a consideration of 5 per cent of 
the gate money. A second makes the sale of 
pools on the races legal, if made on race days 
and within the inclosure of the race course. 

The scheme of legislation proposed in these 
bills is said to be not agreeable to the Linden 
race track folks, beoanse the Freeholders of 
Union County, in which that course is situated, 
cannot be persuaded to consent to its opening.

When the Chicago Inter Ocean in an un- 
guarded moment published in its review 
of last year’s trade that table of the aver- 
age monthly prices ot tin plate during the 
last three years, it disturbed the equanim- 
ity of some of its Republican contempo- 
raries, It will be recalled that the table 
showed that the wholesale price at the end 
of 1891 was greater by more than 25 
per cent. than the price at the time when 
the McKinley bill was passed in the House 
and for some months before that date. The 
Utica Herald undertakes to break the force 
of this price list by saying: “‘ The prices 
quoted are to the trade. The consumers 
pay uo more for tin goods than they did be- 
fore.” Here we have again that curious 
doctrine that the wholesale merchant pays 
the duty and takes no part of it from those 
who buy from him But if the 
wholesale merchant pays the addi- 
tional duty, does the foreign manu- 
facturer also pay it? In September, 
1890, four months after the passage of the 
billin the House, and four months after 
the price of tin plate began to advance in 
anticipation of the new duty, Mr. JoHN 
WANAMAKER gave noticein the Philadel- 
phia Pregs that within a short time the 
manufacturers of tinware had raised their 
prices three times. But all that has been 
forgotten. 








A letter mailed in this city Jan. 26 at 6 
A. M. to a correspondent in Athens, N. Y., 
arrived at its destination, 120 miles from 
the starting point, on Feb. 4. It bore upon 
the envelope a record of its journey that is 
highly significant of the accuracy, ingenu- 
ity, and promptness of Mr. JoHN WANA- 
MAKER’s department. It was first sent: to 
Athens, Me., though the correct address 
was perfectly legible. At this point it was 
indorsed in pencil “Try N. Y.,”° where- 
upon it was dispatched to Troy, N. Y. 
From here, by a wild and desperate guess, 
it was sent to Skowhegan, where it was 
decorated with several postmarks and was 
again put on its way.

Finally, 
stained with the soil of many hands, it 
reached its destination nine days from the 
time it was postedein New-York, a curious 
and striking example of what Mr. Wana-

BEERS IS OUI—WHO GOES,NEXT? 
THE Times -said that BEERS must go, and 
BEERS.has gone. He made all the trouble 
he could about it,.resisted to the utmost of 
his powers, spent the policy holders’ 
money lavishly, and imperiled the busi- 
ness of the company in the attempt 
to maintain “himself in the President’s 
chair. In the end he was forced out 
by the threat of the leading Trustees to re- 
sign, and by the advice of counsél—not 
Mr. HORNBLOWER—that it*would be quite 
impossible for him to remain,in office after 
his Trustees had demanded,his resignation 
and had themselves resigned :because he re- 
fused to give it. 

The tenacity with which } this unworthy 
officer of the company has | maintained his 
grasp upon the powers and emoluments of 
his place after a perfectly crushing exposure 
of his misdeeds-sufficiently-reveals the nat- 
ure of BEERS. THE Times is justified at 
every point-of its attack by his exhibition 
of entire indifference to the interests of 
the policy holWiers and of’a selfish readiness 
to ruin the-company in defending himself. 
His enforeed retirementris the culmination 
of Tux T1im#s’s victory. 

Unfortunately for the Trustees of the 
New-York, Life Insurance Company, and 
more unfortunately still for the company 
itself, the battle is not yet over, the victory 
not yetécomplete. Not that Tur TIMES ex- 
actsaniunreasonable measure of triumph 
or is disposed to impose-hard terms on the 
vanquished. THe ‘Trmrs exacts noth- 
ing, imposes nothing. It presents, 
not* as a private theory, but as 
a@ public and startling condition of 
continuing rottenness in this company, the 
monstrous malfeasance of the Trustees in 
voting to this disgraced and expelled offi- 
cer a-salary of $37,500 a year in the per- 
fectly transparentdisguiss of compensation 
for “advisory” services. This payment is 
a pension pure and simple. BrERs will ad- 
viseanobody. Under the new management 
he will not be:allowed to put his nose inside 
thecompany’srbuilding. But pensions are 
not conferred for dishonorable discharge. 
They are not given as a baim for 
the wounded, feelings of soldiers drummed 
out of camp in disgrace. They are paid in 
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those who retire full of years and honors, 
with undiminished reapect. For ‘‘ zeal” 
and “ usefulness,” and “untiring energy ” 
and “ability” and “intogrity,” they are 
decreed and paid, certainly, but only 
when fthose qualities distinguish to 
the very ond the services of the 
pensioned. Whatever may have been 
Mr. Berrrs’s success in stimulating 
the activity ‘of his Dinkelspiels and his 
Merzbachers, in getting new business and 
in piling up assets, it is an unquestioned 
fact that he is put out of the Presidency 
because he has squandered millions and 
because his longer continuance in office 
would ruin the company. The vote to ac- 
company the dismissal with a solatium so 
gigantic is proof amounting to a demonstra- 
tion that the Trustees responsible for this 
gross misuse of money not their own, but 
held in trust, must join Brxrrs in the chill 
shades of retirement. 

No doubt this extraordinary “ agree- 
ment” which the Trustees caused to be 
executed with Burrs will be examined in 
a court of law, and the Trustees will have 
an opportunity to defend its legality—an 
effort in which it is extremely probable 
that they will fail. We shall be greatly 
surprised if théy do not find that they 
have exceeded their powers.in imposing 
upon the new President of the company 
at the extravagant salary of $37,500 an 
“adviser” whom he would not employ at 
any price, and could not safely have any- 
thing to do with. This agreement, it will 
be noted, was drawn up and ready to be 
signed when the board met yesterday. Mr. 
BeEerRs would not trust to promises, He 
made his comfortable status of adviser 
for life perfectly secure before his 
resignation went out of his hands, and 
forted his pliant Trustees to buy his.resig- 
nation with trust funds. Bexrs’s father, we 
believe, lived tothe ageof ninety. With that 
“expectation” applied to this‘ risk” the 
policy holders will see that their agents 
have contracted to pay out three-quarters 
of a million dollars of their money, and it 
depends not upon the Trustees, but upon 
the beneficiary, whether the amount be 
more or less. 


Such ‘“‘management” as this is destruct- 
ive of all confidence and must destroy the 
company if not at once and radically 
changed. A new President will be elected 
on Wednesday. The name of a gentle- 
man who would renew and command 
public confidence has been frequently 
mentioned in connection with the of- 
fice. It is the greatest business 
opportunity of the age on this continent or 
abroad. Itis magnificent enough to fire 
any man’s ambition. But no prudent man 
will imperil his reputation by accepting 
the Presidency of the New-York Life In- 
surance Company unless he take with him 
intoits management new and sound men and 
insist that the newforcesshallcontrol. The 
old Trustees are weak, condemned, useless, 
harmful. In a body or one by one they 
must'go to save the company. The new 
President should accept his election only 
on condition that the Trustees hand him 
their resignations of blank date, to be filled 
in at his pleasure. 


THE SILVER CRISIS. 


Do the business men of New-York under- 
stand the peril with which they are threat- 
ened by the free-coinage leaders in the 
House of Representatives? These gentle- 
men have plainly made up their minds to 
press a free-coinage bill. They can com- 
mand q favorable report from the Commit- 
tee on Coinage, of which one of the ablest 
and most determined of their own number 
is Chairman. They say that they are sure 
of a rule from the Committee on Rules that 
will give them all requisite parliamentary 
advantage in advancing the measure, 
They are confident that they can bringitto 
a vote, and that the vote will be very 
strongly in favor of the bill. They profess 
to believe that the bill, when passed by 
the House, will be passed by the Senate 
also. There are shrewd and experienced 
observers at Washington, who understand 
the evil involved in such acourse of events, 
and who would gladly discredit it if they 
could, who still believe that it is more 
likely to take place than not. Whether it 
shall come about depends very largely upon 
the business men of this city. We are not 
sure that they can preventit. We are sure 
that it cannot be prevented unless they 
promptly and vigorously set to work to 
accomplish that end. 








Do they really understand the extent of 
the interests involved ? It seems incredible 
that they should and yet remain so slug- 
gish. There must be very few who do not 
comprehend what is meant by unlimited 
coinage of silver at the present ratio with 
gold. That would be disaster verging on 
ruin. But there is very grave loss that 
will come long before free coinage. In the 
first place, there is the uncertainty that 
would instantly fall upon the country. 


‘It is idle, and worse than idle, to argue 


that .because Mr. HARRISON will veto the 
bill, and because there is not a majority 
suflicient to pass it over his veto, the busi- 
ness men may rest tranguil and await 
events. If the House passes a free-coinage 
bill, it makes free coinage an issue in the 
campaign of this Summer and Fall, and it 
commits the Democratic Party. It is sim- 
ply impracticable, as some of the optimists 
imagine, thatZthe Democratic Convention 
in June can repudiate the position taken 
by the Democratic majority in the House 
of Representatives. There is not one 
chance in a thousand that anything 
of that sort .could be done. If the 
bill is passed, the#iparty that passes 
it must go to#the%fcountry on it. It 
challenges the judgment of the people, and 
the men who are responsible for the party 
action believe that the people will give 
judgment in their favor. If they have the 
power to pass the bill in the House they 
will have power to indorse it in convention, 
and they will use it. It would be at once 
foolishand cowardly for them not to uso it. 
But if the Democratic Party pledges itself 
to free coinage, that will be not only an is- 
sue, but the sole issue. It will exclude all 
others. Compared to it the tariff is inci- 
dental, subordinate, insignificant. Whether 
we shall pay higher or lower taxes on the 
necessaries of life and the materials of in- 





dustry is, ceteris paribus, very important. 
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It is of no consequence whatever as com- 
pared with whether our dollar shall be 
worth a hundred cents at all times and 
everywhore or shall be worth eighty or 
seventy or fifty cents, changing continu- 
ally. The mere agitation of such an issue 
during the weary months of the canvass 
would be a tremendous burden for the 
business of the country to carry. 

It is nearly a quarter of a century since 
such a disgraceful issue has been presented 
tothe people. In 1868 a lot of desperate 
demagogues, led by VALLANDIGHAM of Ohio, 
sought to make ‘anew departure” from 
the pit into which the Democratic Party 
had fallen, by advocating the payment of 
the bonds in irredeemable paper money. 
The present proposition is infinitely more 
shameful, considering the conditions then 
and now. Then the country was loaded 
with the enormous debt incurred in crush- 
ing the rebellion. Specie was banished 
from circulation. What gold there was in 
the country was in hiding. The United 
States notes, a product of the war, were 
the only currency known to the mass of 
the people. Now the country is unpre- 
cedently wealthy. Its debt has dwindled to 
an insignificant amount, and its creditors 
are ready to extend their loans at 2 per 
cent. We havea currency every dollar of 
which is worth a dollar in gold. We have 
all the specie we want and can get all 
that we may need. We aro feeding the 
world. We are powerful, rich, prosper- 
ous, practically out of debt. At this 
date gravely to discuss whether we shall 
make depreciated silver a full legal 
tender and coin it in limitless amounts is 
to invite the whole world to distrust both 
our sanity and our honesty. It is, from the 
business point of view, even worse ;fit is to 
invite the whole world to take advantage 
of our stupidity and recklessness. It is to 
ask our customers to send back tous all 
the securities they have taken from us for 
a@ score of years. True, the American 
people isnot likely tomake a wrong de- 
cision in this matter. But it will be half a 
year before any decision can be reached at 
all, and in the meantime we must bear the 
shame, the confusion, the risk, and the cost 
of the trial. 

This is the situation that the business 
men of the country have to face, and the 
manner in which they shall meet it can be 
decided by the business men of this city; 
whose influence, if they will use it, is 
sufficient to guide the action of the whole 
body. We believe that it isin their power 
to stop silver legislation in the House by a 
firm, united, and vigorous protest from all 
whom they can reach. Will they do it? 
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EXECUTION BY ELECTRICITY, 

To say that the execution at Sing Sing 
yesterday was the first execution by ¢lec- 
tricity of the success of which the people 
have had an opportunity to judge from re- 
ports made by eye witnesses is to comment 
sufficiently upon the monstrous folly of 
that provision of the law which was re- 
pealed last week, and which prohibited 
any report of an execution by electricity 
beyond a mere mention of the fact that the 
execution had occurred. To stigmatize as 
“‘morbid” the public curiosity to know 
how a method of execution novel in the 
history of the world has worked is as sensi- 
ble as it would be to stigmatize in the same 
way a curiosity about the working of laws 
repealing capital punishment altogether, 
or of laws prohibiting the sale of liquor, or 
of laws introducing the blanket ballot. 

This curiosity respecting executions by 
electricity is not only innocent, but laud- 
able. Doubtless it would have been fully 
satisfied before this if the silly prohibition 
of newspaper reports had not been so far 
enforced as to exclude representatives of 
the press from witnessing the executions. 
But on the first occasion on which an exe- 
cution by electricity has been reported it 
is not possible to limit the report to the 
dimensions that an ordinary hanging 
would take. The people of the State 
of New-York have, in the execution of 
McELVAINE, for the first time, a fair cri- 
terion of the working of their new law 
and of the impression it has produced, not 
upon scientific experts, but upon observers 
of the average sensibility. Such a criterion 
has not been furnished before, since only 
experts were admitted to witness execu- 
tions, and reports even of their impressions 
were unlawful. 

The authentic reports of the execution of 
McELvatine confirm the impression made 
by the inauthentic reports of the previous 
executions by-electricity. So far as actual 
physical suffering to the condemned man 
is concerned, this is probably more humaue 
than any other method, &xcept the gar- 
rote, the guillotine being quite out of tho 
question for American communities. The 
duration of the execution, from the time 
when the electric current was first applied 
to the time when it was finally relaxed, 
was two minutes and nine seconds. In 
most even of what are counted as 
successful executions by hanging the strug- 
gles of the victim last longer than this, 
but this period, brief as it is, was by no 
means a period of suffering with the man 
executed yesterday. ‘The physicians pres- 
ent, with one exception, agreed that the 
loss of consciousness was instantaneous, 
and that the victim did not suffer at all. 
The automatic and unconscious movements 
ofthe body, which centinued after con- 
scious life was extinct, were by no means 
either so violent or so long-continued as 
they ordinarily are with men who are 
hanged. 

Ever since we began to abandon in 
capital punishment the notion that torture 
was properly a part of it, and to drop, one 
by one, the curious brutalities of the 
mediwval methods of execution, the chief 
requirements of a mode of such punishment 
have been that it should be swift, and that 
it should be painless. These requirements 
seem to be more fully met by the use of 
electricity than by the use of the rope. 
The element of mystery and terror thai 
belongs to electricity is probably account- 
able for the fact that spectators who are 
inured to seeing death by hanging are 

| greatly revolted at witnessing a death by 
| electricity. We do not even know how it 
Everybody knows the sensation of 
' choking and knows what'choking to death 
must be like. But a man can form no 
conception, from mild and safe shocks of 
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electricity, what a fatal shock of electric- 

ity “‘feéls like”; neither does the assur- 
ance of scientitic men that it docs not feel 
like anything, and that the victim suffers 
no pain while the sensibilities of the spec- 
tators are outraged, tend to reassure him. 
This element of mystery is, indeed, valua- 
ble so far as the deterrent effect of punish- 
ment is concerned. A death of awful 
suddenness seems to most minds to 
be necessarily a death of awful vio- 
lence, even though it be proved that the 
sudden blotting out of consciousness by 
electricity is no more painful than the 
gradual lapse of consciousness induced by. 
laudanum. Anything that adds terror to 
the legalinfliction of death is a good thing, 
provided we do not substitute the horrors 
of the law for the terrors of the law, and 
provided the men whose duty it is to inflict 
the punishment do not become imbruted in 
the process. In this last respect, execution 
by electricity leaves something to be de- 
sired. An executioner, whether he be a 
headsman or a hangman, is not an object of 
general esteem, nor does the spectacle of 
an execution become more attractive 
when it is the object, on the part of the ex- 
pert witnesses, of a keen scientific curiosi- 
ty. The curiosity itself is laudable, and is, 
at any rate, inevitable in presence of a 
force so little known as electricity. That it 
should be excited and appeased by the 
violent death of a man gives execution by 
electricity a painful resemblance to vivi- 
section. The function of a medical at- 
tendant at a hanging is merely to determine 
when the man is dead, and his interest 
ceases with the discharge of his function. 
But in execution by electricity the intorest 
of the medical attendants is to know how 
he died, and this interest makes such an ex- 
ecution seem less like a solemn administra- 
tion of justice than like a scientific experi- 
ment. This state of mind will continue until 
much more is known about electricity-than 
is known now, and undoubtedly it consti- 
tutes an objection to the new method. On 
the other hand, all these things combine to 
increase the terror of the method to crim- 
inals, insomuch that it is likely that any 
criminal would prefer 2 death by hanging, 
which he expects to be painful, than a 
death by electricity, though he is assured 
that, so far as anybody can tell, it is 
painless, 








LAW FOR COAL TRUSTS, 

The gentlemen who are reported to be 
engaged in completing plans for suppress- 
ing competition in the industry of min- 
ing, transporting, and selling anthracite 
coal, by means of a new and very compact 
combination, should not overlook an inter- 
esting decision of the highest court in 
Pennsylvania concerning a similar combi- 
nation. The features of the case and the 
substance of the decision are briefly set 
forth as follows in alittle book written by 
Mr. Witt1am W. Cook of the New-York 
bar: 

“In Pennsylvania, about the year 1870, five 
Pennsylvania coal corporations, which together 
controlled a certain kind of coal, combined and 
agreed that sales should be made through a 
committee and a general agent, and that there- 
by prices should be fixed, freights made, and 
sales and deliveries adjusted. If any company 
sold more than a fixed proportion, it was to pay 
a certain amount to the others. 

“The combination was made and carried out 
in New-York. 

“In the course of time one of the companies 
sued another to recover its proportion of the 
amount which the latter was to pay for the ex- 
cess of coal sold by it. 

“Tho Pennsylvania court held that the 
plaintiff could not recover; that the combina- 
tion was illegal and void, and that it was a con- 
spiracy under the New-York statute againgt the 
commission of any act by two or ‘more persons 
‘injurious to trade or commerce.’ ”’ 


That is to say, the highest court in Penn- 
sylvania not only decided that such a 
combination was illegal and void, but also 
expressed the opinion that those who had 
made it were guilty of conspiracy under 
the provisions of the Penal Code-of this 
State. That part of the decision which 
denounced the combination agreement as 
illegal because it was against public policy 
was found under the common law, and is 
in accord with many other decisions made 
in this State and other States. In addi- 
tion, the court expressed the opinion that 
the members of the combination had 
violated the criminal laws of this State. 
We do not know, however, that members 
of any combination designed to suppress 
competition in an industry and to fix prices 
have ever been prosecuted in this State 
under the conspiracy laws to which the 
Pennsylvania court directed attention. 

It should be said that in this case, as in 
all the other cases of the same kind in 
which the courts of this State and other 
States have uniformly decided that-such 
combinations are illegal, the opposing par- 
ties were members of the combination. 
Neither in this case nor in any other case 
that has yielded a similar:decision have the 
people appeared as complainants or prose- 
cutors. All these cases have been family 
quarrels, so to speak, and some.of the trials 
have been followed by the harmonious re- 
organization of the combinations. affected. 
The seceding or complaining members have 
been taken in on new and more favorable 
terms, and the illegal combinations have 
continued to do business in defiance of the 





requirements of “ public policy.” 

Such has been the history of litigation of 
this kind while there were no statutes 
designed to protect the-interests of the 
people. The courts, interpreting and apply- 
ing the common law whenever a family 
quarrel brought the existence of such 
illegal combinations to their notice, have 
virtually said to the members of these 
organizations: “You may maintain your 
illegal combinations without fear of the 
law, so long as you shall refrain from 
fighting among yourselves. But if you.ask 
us to enforce your agreements, you will ask 
in vain. You must euforce them by mutual 
consent, or be content to see them:dissolved 
by disagreement.” 

We desire to remind the gentlemen who 
are said to be making an Anthracite Coal 


recently enacted, which can be used for the 
punishment of those who make and main- 
tain such combinations as:‘those which the 
courts under the common law have uni- 
formly declared to be illegal. Such statutes 
have been enacted in severaliStates. There 
ris none either in New-York or in Pennsyl- 





vania, but a bill for one is pending at 








Albany, and the Federal Anti-Trust law 
may be enforced against combinations en- 
gaged ina business not confined to one State. 
The first decision under that statute re- 
lated to a combination of persons engaged 
in mining coal in one State,in transport- 
ing it, and in sellingit in another State. 

This ought to be suggestive of certain 
possibilities to the gentlemen who are said. 
to be making an Anthracite Trust. Weare 
convinced that the people will demand an 
enforcement of this Federal statute, and 
their desire that it shall be enforced will 
be quickened by such an object lesson in 
Trustism as would be very forcibly set be- 
fore them if there should be completed a 
strong and compact combination absolutely 
controlling the production and sale of hard 
coal. 





We grieve to remark the lapse from the’ 


cause of virtue of the Hvening Post. That 
interesting journal has all along main- 
tained not only that the prohibition 
against reporting executions by electricity 
ought to be respected because it was the 
law, but thatit was a wise and righteous 
prohibition, and that newspapers that dis- 
regarded it did so as a catchpenny trick at 
the expense of the public morals. It was 
to be expected that, holding these views, 
the Post would have limited its reports of 
executions, after the prohibition was re- 
pealed, to the extent allowed by the 
prohibition. Yet no sooner is the pro- 
hibition repealed than the Post appeals 
toa morbid curiosity with a half column, 
more or less, of revolting details caloulated 
to debauch the young and thoughtless, and 
that would have rendered it liable to pros- 
ecution if they had been published a fort- 
night earlier. The painful conclusion is 
that when an offense that the Post has de- 
nounced ceases to be malum prohibitum the 
Post does not care whether or not it is 
malum in se,

CONVENTION. 


MORE ASSURANCES OF POPULAR S8YM- 
PATHY WITH THE REVOLT—LETTERS 
FROM OTHER CITIES OF THE STATE 
—THE MASS MEETING, 


The Committee of Twenty-five in charge of the 
great mass meeting to be held in Cooper Insti- 
tute on Thursday night to protest against the 
snap convention called at the direction of Sen- 
ator Hill will meet at the headquarters, Rooms 
46 and 47, 10 Wall Street, this afternoon and 
announce the speakers and Vice Presidents of 
the meeting, 

There has been a story in circulation to the ef- 
fect that certain Tammany men, who favor the 
nomination of Hill at any cost, proposed to go 
to the meeting for the purpose of booming Hill 
and disturbing the gathering. A Timms reporter 
asked Richard Croker about this matter yester 
day. He answered promptly: 

“No Tammany men will go to that meeting 
for that purpose if Icanhelpit. It would bea 
very bad thing to do. It would be unwise and 
uncalled for. I don’t believe any Tammany 
men will do it. People have the undoubted 
right to mest and express their opinions. They 
should not be disturbed. If I knew that any 
Tammany men intended to do that I would do 
my utmost to prevent it.” 

Letters and signatures continued to pour in 
at the headquarters of the anti-snap convention 
movement yesterday. Someof the letters sug- 
gested that the Cooper Institute would be alto- 
gether too small for the meeting, but it is doupt- 
ful if any change could be made now, even if a 
better ball could be secured.

PLAYING THE GAME FROM ALBANY. 


SENATOR HILL NOT SO CONFIDENT AS A 
FEW WEEKES AGO. 


. Atpany, Feb. 8.—David B. Hill was, to all in- 

tents and purposes, dispossessed from 123 State 
Street this afternoon, and was forced to hire 
quarters atthe Delavan House. The Bateman 
family submitted to annoyances that began the 
day Mr. Hill became their tenant, and to-day 
notice was served upon him that his absence 
was more desirable than his company. The 
family may have felt complimented in the be- 
ginning by the honor of having a United States 
Senator as a tenant, but the rabble that brought 
vile-smelling cigara, that garnished the halls 
and the carpets with tobacco stains, that 
pounded the bell from 8 o’clock in the morning 
to midnight, was nota joy to be endured for- 
ever. The only surprise in Albany is that the 
family stood the nuisance as long as it did. 

For the first three or four days after Hill's 
arrival, the handmaiden who looked after the 
bell politely ushered the caller in and tripped 
up stairs to see whether the great man was at 
home. Butadozen trips of this kind an hour 
for ten hours a day taxed the endurance, the 
patience, and the good nature of even an Albany 
handmaiden. While a political revolt was 
threatening in Mr. Hill’s parlor, a domestic re- 
volt was in progress under his very roof. The 
handmaiden flatly refused to trip up stairs a 
dozen times an hour for ten hours and attend to 
her household duties besides. An understanding 
wah reached by which her duties were restricted 
to simply answering the bell and plumping at 
the caller the stereotyped formula, “ Second 
fioor, front.” 

But anotherjtrial now confronted the Bateman 
family. brand-new Axminster carpet, which 
had been laid at the beginning of the year, re- 
sembled, at the end of a week, the floor-covering 
ofa Sixth Ward saloon. A friend of the family 
suggested that boxes filled with sand ought to 
be placed at intervals from the door to the Sen 
ator’s apartments for the accommodation of 
ealets addicted to the jtobacco, particu- 
pry the tobacco-chewing, habit. Again, before 
the door at all hours of the day and night sleighs. 
stood, as they stand before gambling saloons, 
where games are played with stac cards, 
The family, one of the best and most retir- 
ing in Albany, objected to the notoriety 

thrust upon them, objected 

tobacco smoke, the loud talk, 

tant stream of undesirable callers, 

who choked the halls and stood on the steps, 
and made to the other occupants life un- 
comfortable and disagreeable. This afternoon, 
therefore, notice was served ope thé Senator 
that he must psy his game elsewhere, that he 
must remove his stacked éards and his chips, 


‘his marked poole and loaded dice to other 


quarters; and he left. 

A truckload of his paraphernalia preceded 
him to Landlord Roessler’s hosteiry and was 
dumped appro riately enough in the quarters 
that Hill’s old friend, Bill Tweed, ecoupted . 
nearly a quarter of a century ago, and where 
polices were practiced as low as the politics 

e is now playing—the school into which he 
was introduted and from which he imbibed the 
knowwioige he is peddling forth to-day. ere is 
an afr peace, comfort, and contentment in 
the Bateman domicile, and the bendmatien has 
sprinkled a liberal quantity of disinfectants, 
ckeonah the hall and pow breathes more freely. . 

Hill changed his abode in time. The strain is 
beginnin ¥ te]jl even upon his constitution, 
cold-blooded as it is. The news that comes to 
him daily, hourly, by messenger, by writer, by 
wire, isofan encouraging nature,jso far as the 
machine ig concerned; but the revolt is. assum- 
ing proportions that threaten disaster to Hill 
an s machine, and Hill is fully alive to the 
(anger, It is in vain that his friends are 4s 
sured thata similar revolt followed Samuel J. 
Tilden even to the doors of the St Louis Con- 
vention in 1876, a revolt that carried men of 
greater influence, of stronger following. ‘ Til- 
den was not only nominated,” said a friend of 
Hill this afternoon, “ but, what was more, he 
carried New-York in spite of the rebellion that 
had threatened hig nomination.” It is in such 
sayings as this, and in such examples, that Hill - 
is now geing for comfort. 

But while the revolt in New-York is menac- 
ing, the attitude of the leading Democrotio 
newspapers is giving him the most tressing 
concern, In the power of this opposition prese 
he discerns thé manufacture of a sentiment hos- 
tile to him in States other than New-York. 
Here he is sanguine of controlling the machine, 
the State Committee, the member of the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee, the forthcoming 
State Convention, and the seventy-two dele- 
gates that that convention will choose to repre- 
sent the Democratic Party of the State at the 
National Convention. So far everything is clear 
sailing to hig mind. But he is doubtful after 
all, talk ag his friends may, of -the manner 
in which the National Convention will look 
upon this uprising of the best elements of the 

arty, the most influential Democrats in the 
Btate. Nor isit at all certain, boast as he and 
hia healers may, that the seventy-two delegates 
will be bound hand and foot to him. There are 
counties in the State that will notelect delegates 
for him, and Hill knows it, although he and 
his friends talk differently. Ripples of oppost- 
tion to Hill are seen in towns where a week 
ago he wus assured that he had the plainest 
sailing. 

Less than two weeks now remain for him to 
work his snap primaries, snap caucuses, and 
sna +4~"4 Convention. The opposition to him 
ont’ ia methods is no longer confined to New- 
York, butitis seen cropping forth in counties 
where for three years he has held undisputed 
sway- In consequence of all this the Sen- 
ator fears to return to Washington for 
duty. He will remain here until the 
convention is held, his slate is carried 
through, and his delegates are elected. He may 
run to New-York to-morrow, and take a day off 
next week to look after some personal interests 
in Washington, but for the next two weeks he 
will not leave Albany uncovered longer than 
forty-eight hours at a time. The outlook is 
threatening for him, and his public business 
may go hang. 

During the eleven months he has held the 
United States Senator’s commission he has occu- 
pied his chair in the Capitol at Wasbington ex- 
actly eleven Gays, and, so far as the public pol- 
joy goes, the Empire State could dispense with 
his services.

WILLIAM GUY PECK. 

Prof. William Guy Peck of Columbia College 
died suddenly at his home in Greenwich, Conn., 
on Sunday afternoon. He was seventy-two 
years old. 

Prof. Peck was born at Litchfield, Conn., Oct, 
16,1820. He was graduated from the United 
States Military Academy at West Point in 1544 
and was brevetted Second Lieutenant of Topo- 
graphical Engineers in the same year. H6 
served under Gen. John C. Frémont in his third 
expedition, and during the Mexican war with 
the Army of the West under Gen. Stephen W. 
Kearney. While he remained in the army he 
was Professor in Natural Philosophy and Mathe- 


matics at West Point, He resigned his commis-. 
sion Oct. 2, 1855, and afterward became Profes- 

sor of Physics and Civil Engineering in the Unit- 

versity of Michigan. In 1857 he was elected 

Adjunct Professor of Pure Mathemutics in 

Columbia College and in 1859 was promoted Se 

the full professorship. He also filled the Chairs 

of Mechanics and Astronomy in the same insti- 

tution, having classes in both the School of Arts 

and the School of Mines. 

He received the degrees of A. M. and LL. D. 
from Trinity Collegé, Hartford, and that of 
Ph. D. from Columbia. He served as a member 
of the Board of Visitors to the United States 
Military Academy in 1868. He published, in 
1859, ‘The Elements of Mechanics,” in 1860, 
an edition of Ganot’s “ Physics,” and was joint 
editor with Charles Davies of the Mathemat- 
ical Dictionary and Cyclopedia of Mathematical 
Science. He wrote several other text books in | 
mathematics. , 

Prof. Peck was twice married, his first wife 
being a daughter of Prof. Charies Davis, the 
mathematician. He continued his work at 
Columbia College until about a week ago, when 
he complained of feeling unwell, and consulted 
his cogty hysician, who found him suffering 
from Br ghvs disease, complicated with heart 
disease. Prof. Peck asked | 
Mmonth’s leave of absence, d remained 
at his homé, suffering no more inconvenience 
than for some months past, President Low 
went to Greenwich to spend Sunday with him.

CAPT. JOHN HUGHES. 

Capt. John Hughes, one of the oldest and 
most respected citizens of New-Orleans, died 
Sunday.

RATHBUN I8 CONFIRMED AS POSTMAS-: 
TER AT ELMIRA—THE NEW-YORK. 
SENATOR SEVERELY ORITICISED FOR: 
NEGLECTING WASHINGTON BUSINESS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. &.—Louis G, Rathbun has 
been confirmed as Postmaster at Elmira, and 
J. Sloat Fassott’s victory over Dr. Henry Flood 
is made complete. It took the Senate two hours, 
in executive session to-day, to agree to the con- 
firmation. There was a lively debate, and Ben- 
ator Hill was handled without gloves because 
of his action in regard te this case. 

The general impression seems to be that Hill 
has come out of this fight with a black eye and 
no credit. It wasowingto his efforts to prevent 
the carrying out of Fassett’s scheme of revenge 
upon Flood that the confirmation has been de- 
layed. It was expected that the favorable re- 
port of the Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads would be acted upon two weeks ago, but 
Senator Hill departed for Albany to scheme for 
the Democratic nomination for the Presidency, 
and Senatorial comity served to postpone the 
case. Hill failed to communicate to any one in 
Washington the date of his return to his duties, 
and last week, after writing Hill a letter, to 
which no attention was paid, Senator Hiscock 
gave notice that he would call the matter up 
to-day and press it to a conclusion. 

The Senator was true to his word. After the 
Senate had disposed of its routine work this aft- 
ernoon it went into executive session at his re- 
quest. When the public had been excluded and 
the doors were securely looked, Mr. Hiscock 
moved that Mr. Rathbun be confirmed. He 
made a long speech in support of the motion. 
It was not customary, he said, for the Senate to 
refuse to confirm an appointee against whom no 
charges had been brought. In this case the ap- 
pointes was known to be a man of good charac- 
ter.

Just what reason there was tor the appoint- 
ment of Mr. O’Brien no one except Mr. Belden 
will be able to tell. Mr. Bates, whose resigna- 
tion was req knew too much about naviga- 
tion that he insisted upon telling. Mr. O’Brien 
cannot be said to know much about the eort of 
navigation that comes under the attention of 
the chief of the bureau to which he has been ap- 
ointed. He is a comely and good-natured man 
om Plattshurg, N. ¥., and after an experience 
at Albany which developed no particular quali- 
ties fitting him for navigation, he came to Wash- 
ington and was appointed, at the instance of 
Mr. Belden, to be disbursing officer of the House 
in the Fifty-first Congress.

SOME MILITARY MEASURES.

DENUNCIATIONS OF THE MEASURE AT 
THE COOPER UNION MASS MEETING 
—WHAT THER CHARITABL® ORGANI-: 
ZATIONS SAY. : 


Fully a score of law-abiding and influential 
‘ Intereste were represented in an carmest mass 
meeting held in Cooper Union last night to pro- 
test against the passage of whatis known as 
“Tho Liquor: Dealers’ Excise Bill.” The Rev. 
W. R. Huntington, rector of Grace Church, 
called the meeting to order, and Gen, Wager 
Swayne, who was chosen to preside, opened the 
proceedings with ancloguent denunciation of 
the bill.

Arthur, John A. Stewart, Hermann Oelrichs, 
Theodore A. Havemeyer, John 8. Kennedy, 
Elihu Root, Charles §.

Dignified and thoughtful protests against the 
passage of the proposed new Excise bill were 
presented by the Church Temperance Society 
through John Brooks Leavitt and by the New- 
‘York Sabbath Committee through the Rev. W. 
W. Atterbury, both chiefly on the ground that 
it would romove existing restrictions upon the 
‘selling of liquoron Sunday. Elliott F. Shepard 
‘sept a letter, as arepresentative of the Ameri- 
can Sabbath Union, recommending that a law 
fbe passed limiting the number of saléons in this 


‘sity to about a quarter of the present number, 
‘making each saloon pay a license of $1,500 each 
year and compelling all saloon keepers to close 
‘at 8 o’clock Saturday night and remain closed 
until 9 o’clockon Monday morning. , 
| Jobn Paton made an ettective speccoh, jn which 
the said that the Society for the Improvoment of 
the Condition of the Poor protested against the 
passage of the liquor dealers’ bill, because in- 
Temperance was the greatest cause of poverty 
and wantin this great city. The Society for the 
Prevention of Crime protested earnestly against 
the proposed bill throagh Frank Moss. In order 
to prevent crime it was necessary, said Mr. 
Moss, to strike at the root of all crime, the 
drinking habit, 
{ Dr. A. W. Losier spoke for the West End Pro- 
tective League, which, he said, was heartily 
againstany measure that increased the liberties 
ofthe grogshop. The Rey. G. A. Steele read a 
atrong protest from the New-York Preashers’ 
Meeting of the Methodist Episcopal Church. A 
protest from the Excise Reform Association, 
repared by Dorman B. Eaton, was presented 

y Col B. F. Watson. In it this city waa de- 
scribed as ** the profitable paradise of dealers in 
wines and other apirituous liquors/’ 

W. Harris Roome, representing the City Re- 
form Club, argued against the passage of the 
liquor dealers’ Excise bill on the grounds that it, 
repealed many good clauses of existing laws 
enlarged the privileges of saloon keepers, and 
left the way open for keeping all sorts of dance 
halls running all night. It also made it prac- 
tically impossible for a board of excise to re- 
voke a license. Jobn Jay Chapman presented 
an equally strong protest from the People’s Mu- 
nicipal League. 

Many strong reasons for defeating the pro- 
posed bill were presented by the Church Charity 
Organization Society through C. D. Kellogg, 
and by the St. Paul’s Temperance Guild throug 
the Key. Father McMillan. The last-named 
apeaker said that so far as he was able to judge 
a large majority of the Catholic population of 
this clty was opposed to the liquor dealers’ bill. 
Protests wero also presented from the New- 
York City Missions and the Woman’s Suffrage 
Leacue. 

hobert Graham, Secretary of the Church Tem- 
perance Society, presented brief resolutions 
formally denouncing the liquor dealers’ bxcise 
bill and pledging the persons composing the 
meeting to oppose the passage of the bill by all 
fair and constitutional means. The resolutions 
met with the hearty and unanimous approval of 
the meeting, and a great deal of applause was 
bestowed upon the Rev. Dr. J. M. King and ex- 
Judge William H. Arnoux, who spoke in their 
behalf. 

Bishop Doane of Albany sald that from a long 
experience in fighting the liquor traftic he had 
come to the conclusion thai the liquor dealers 
‘had adopted as their motto. * eternal vigilance 
is the price of license.” He was glad to ob- 
serve signs of vigilance on the other side. 
The bill outraged every decent principie and 
insulted every intelligent instinct of mankind. 
There ought to go up from New-York a volum, 
of indignant public sentiment that would jn- 
timidate the legislators who were disposed to 
listen to the song of the saloon-keeping sirens. 
The kind of Excise bill that the speaker 
would like to see passed would be a bill of ex- 
cisien of all saloons. It was a disgraceful sug- 
gestion to say, ‘‘ Let us amend the bill” The 
bill was too bad to be amended. It should be 
wiped out altogether. 

Another meeting of a character similar to the 
one of last nicht will pe held at Carnegie Music 
Hall next Friday evening. Eminent speakers 
will be present. Robert Graham announced last 
eveuing that a committees of twelve influential 
New-Yorkers would go to Albany to oppose the 
liguor dealers’ bill before the legislative com- 
mnittees. 





’ BIG TRUST MORTGAGE FOREOLOSED. 

ST. Louis, Feb. 8.—In the United States court 
this morning a decree of foreclosure and sale of 
the St. Louis Ore and Stee: Company’s property 
was made by Judge Thayer, on the petition of 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company of New- 
York. The property, which comprises the Vul- 
can Iron Works in Carondelet, a railroad at 
Grand Tower, IiL, and several coal mines, is to 
be sold next April. 

The company neither objected nor consented 
to the sale. The Vulcan Iron Works were at 
one time a most formidable competitor of the 


Stee) Rail Trust, and, up te the time when it was 
absorbed by the trust, did a constantly-increas- 
ing business. Its capacity was twice increased 
between the date of its beginning the manu- 
facture of stes) rails until it went into the com- 
bine, since when the works bave been perfectly 
idle and have been falling into decay. It was 
papitalized by some of the wealthiest men in St. 
Louis about twelve years ago. 





JHE ANTI-OPTION BILLS. 

‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The hearings of the 
House Agricultural Committee on the Anti- 
Option bills were rosumed this morning. Her- 
bert Myrick of Springfield, Mass., editor of sev- 
eral agricultural papers, spoke in favor of the 
measure. He referred to the selling of hop 
futures in New-York as having a bad effect and 
depressing prices. Passing on to the question 
of cotton, he stated that in the City of New- 
York between Sept. 1 anc Jan. 16 the total spot 
sales had amounted to 39,000 bales. This was 
about as much as had been actually received. 
But the sales of cotton in futures during the 
same period had amounted to 1,339,200 bales. 

J. W. Labouisse and John C. Hazard, repre- 
senting the New-Orleans Cotton Exchange, ar- 
goed against the bills, claiming that if any such 
mpeasure became a law it would ——- the 
cotton industry, revolutionize all business, and 
make the farmer poor indeed.

THEIR BAIL DENIED. 


Krnostox, N. Y., Feb. 8 —The matter of the 
reduction of bail for James E. Ostrander, the 
defaulting Treasurer of the Ulater County Sav- 
ings Institution, and M. T. Trumpbour, the de- 
faulting Assistant Treasurer, came on for & 
hearing before Judge Edwards, at Supreme 
Court, Chambers, here to-day. Thetwo dofend- 
ante,with their counsel and sureties, were pres- 
ent. Their counsel were William Lounsbery 
for Ostrander and D. M. De Witt for Trumpbour. 
District Attorney Vanderlyn appeared for the 
people. 

A motion was made to reduce the bail of 
Trumpbour on the ground of the serious condl- 
tion of his health, and, a certificate of Dr. E. H. 
Loughran being presented to that effect, tho 
court directed that two other physicians, Dr. 
Robert Loughran and Dr. Jacob Chambers, also 
examine Mr. ae ge and give testimony. 
Mr. Lounsbery asked that the bail in the 
Ostrander case, which had been fixed at 
$40,000, be reduced $10,000, that is, $5,000 on 
each perjury indictment, making his bail 

< 0,000, which he said was all that Mr. Ostran- 

er could procure. He spoke of the disease of 
Ostrander, which he said was an acknowledged 
fact. Hesaid that no one who knew anything 
about the matter supposed for an instant that 
these men had taken $600,000, or anywhere 
near that figure.

The District Attorney in his argument tookex- 
ception to the small amount of stealings charged 
to the defendants. Later on Dr. Chambers came 
into court and testified that Trumpbour was 
suffering from heart disease, which impaired his 
health. He did not consider his condition dan- 
gerous. Ostrander’s heart was enlarged and the 
circulation affected, and he showed the effects 
of confinement less than Trumpbour. There 
Was no reason to apprehend danger from two 
months’ confinement. Judge Edwards then de- 
nied the motion to reduce bail in both cases, 
and remanded the prisoners until 3:30 o’cluck 
on the request of Ostrander’s counsel in order 
to take the bond in case sureties decided to sign 
in $40,000. No agreement was reached, and 
Judge Kdwards adjourned his court and went 
to Hudson. 

The Ulster County Savings Institution opened 
its doors to-day for business under order of the 
court. A dividend of 25 per cent. was paid on 
deposits that had been scaled down to 85 per 
cent. 

A large number of depositors withdrew their 
25 per cent. as soon as it was noised about that 
the bank was open. 





THE CONFEDERATE FLAG. 


COMMANDER PALMER MAINTAINS HIS 


POSITION REGARDING IT. 


ATLANTA, Feb. 8.—At the time of the unveil- 
ing of the Grady monument it was reported to 
Commander in Chief Palmer that the Grand 
Army Post in this city had marched in the pro- 
cession in which Confederate flags were carried. 
This brought out an order from Gen. Palmer, in 
which he commanded that hereafter Grand 
Army of the Republic organizations should not 
take part in such parades. 

In reply to this the members of that post met 
and sent a communication in which they de- 
clared that while they had no apology to make 


for their action, they would have preferred that 
the tiag had not been carried, as it was inappro- 
priate to the occasion and gave opportunity for 
the creation of expressions of ili feeling over 
dead issues. 

Gen. Palmer’s reply to this was read before 
the poston Saturday night. He reiterated his 
former position, and added: 


“ A rebel officer has no right to wear a rebel uni- 
form in any loyal city. It is simply adding ineult to 
aoe. He has as much right to bear the traitor'’s 
flag through the streets of a loyal city ashe has to 
wear the traitor’s garb. It is against the terms of 
surrender, and an act of hostility against the Gov- 
erument of the United States. 
“*I do not question your right as citizens to mingle 
and fraternize with the men against whom you 
fought. I believe that the gallantry of the two 
armies should ever be the pride of the American peo- 
le. The Grand Army of the Republic has invited 
Fravernisation, batit has never agreed, never con- 
sented, and never will, that its members wearing 
the badge and uniform of the order should march un- 
der anything that has the semblance of a Confeder- 
rate flag. 
“As the survivors of that Grand Army which 
saved the Union and the Stars and Stripes from _ dis- 
honor, we recognize our late foes in arms as brave 
and gallant soldiers. We desire their success and 
rejoice in med goes wn mah We are a united country 
andarea united people, and no flag should be car- 
ried that willtend to arouse a fecling of animosity 
or revenge inthe mind of the young generation of 
the South.”

TION IN HONOR OF HIS MEMORY. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Feb. 8.—Gov. Pattison 
to-day issued a proclamation reciting the hon- 
orable services of the late Adjt. Gen. William 
McClelland and ordering that the flags of the 
public buildings be displayed at half mast on 
Wednesday, the day fixed for the funeral in 
Pittsburg. 

The remains will lie in state in the rotunda of 
the Capitol to-morrow, from 11 A. M. to 2 P. M. 
At 3:40 P. M. they will leave the Pennsylvania 
Railroad station for Pittsburg, which point they 
will reach at 11:55 P. M. Wednesday morning 
they will be taken to the Third Presbyterian 
Churoh, where services will be held from 11 
A. M.to12M. After these the body will be 
given to amilitary escort and taken to the City 
Hall, where it will lie in state until 2 o'clock, 
when it will be conveyed to the Allegheny 
Cemetery.

MR. SARGENT’S NEW PLANS

THE BERKELEY LYCEUM, FOR HIS 
SCHOOL AND THEATRE. 


THE DRAMATIC ACADEMY TO BE RE- 
MOVED FROM THE LYCEUM—THE 
‘‘ THEATRE OF LITERATURE” TO BE 
AN ESTABLISHED FACT. 


Mr. Franklin H. Sargent has made arrange- 
ments whereby all the theatrical plans which 
are under his direction can be centred in one 
building. Mr. Sargent has leased the Berkeloy 
Lyceum fora termof ycara, boginning Oct. 1 
next. The introduction of the educational, lit- 
erary, and theatrical organizations controlled 
by him will in no way change the general char 
acter of the Berkeley Lyceum. The theatre will 
be rented, under Mr. Sargent’s management, to 
the amateur societies, lecturers, readers, &v., as 
heretofore, and will doubtless remain the home 
for the Columbia Dramatic Club, the Comedy 
Club, and the other amateur organizations. 

The plans of the literary men of New-York for 
the Theatre of Literature, or Independent The- 
atre, Which have been placed under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Sargent, will involve the use of the 
Berkeley Theatre for only one or two monthly 
performances. The first performance of the 
preliminary season will, however, be given at 
one of the regular leadingtheatres. The month- 
ly performances, at the Berkeley Lyceum, of 
the Independent Theatre will not begin unttl 
next Fall. Onthe “off nights” of the theatre, 
when not otherwise rented, Mr. Sargent has 
plans for certain other special porformances, all 
of which will probably be by subscription and 
private in character. It is not the intention of 
the new management of the Berkeley Lyceum 
to establish a theatre in competition to those 
regularly existing. In fact, Mr. Sargent has al- 
ready received the cordial sympathy and prom- 
ise of co-operation in his plans from many of 
the leading theatre managers. 

The first object in leasing the theatre has been 


to seoure a home for the Independent Theatre 
organization, plans of which are rapidly de- 
veloping. In addition to the list of those on the 
Advisory Committee on Art and Literature, 
which include most of the leading literary men, 
will be found the names of nearly all the prom- 
inent artiets, musicians, playwrights, and a 
number of the most prominent actors. Among 
the other leaders in this movement are William

It in the object of the now management of the 
Berkeley Lyceum, while carrying on ita policy 
of rental to amateur societies, to also make a 
feature of a custom much in vogue in London— 
morning performances of untried plays, by new 
authors, with strong casts. This plan, it is 
claimed, will servo as a help to managers in 
making the choice of plays. Many productions 
can be given‘in this way by subsoription, which 
would be impossible on account of expense 
alone for the managers of regular professional 
theatres. It is hoped that the latter will not 
only advise authors to send their works to the 
new administration of the Berkeley Lyceum for 
reading and trial, but that they will permit such 
members of their companies as may happen to 
be disengaged to perform in these special pro- 
ductions. In all ways, it is Mr. Sargent’s inten- 
tion to act in harmony with and as a contrib- 
utor to the regular theatres—a contributor not 
only of plays but of players. 

The school, usually known’ as the Lyceum 
School, actually named “The American Acad- 
emy of the Dramatic Arts,’’ which has been in 
successful operation, under Mr. Sargent's direo- 
tion, for eight years, has graduated between 
200 and 300 pupils, who are now occupying 
good positions in theatrical companies. The 
academy is now capable of fuller and freer de- 
velopmentin its new quarters in the Berkeley 
Lyceum Building, where it wili not only 
have, at certain hours in tho day, the use 
of the theatre, but also the use of all 
the remaining rooms in the building, in- 
cluding several large apartments at pres- 
ent used as reception rooms and a hall now 
used asa billiard room. The academy, in its 
new quarters, willhave the advantage of the- 
atrical accessories, as it has had in the Lyceum 
Theatre. Its establishment in its own inde- 
pendent quarters will tend to put it on even 
more sympathetic relations with all the the- 
atres, as well as with the Lyceum. 

One marked feature of these new theatrical 
arrangements will be the supervision of the 
scenic, costume, and decorative work of all pro- 
ductions of the Independent Theatre by promi- 
nent artists of New-York. Critical examination 
by literary men will be available in connection 
with the plays, and it will be seen in the list of 
naines to be published shortly that the advice of 
dramatists, actors, managers, musicians, and 
architects will also be sought in connection with 
all productions given by the Independent Thea- 
tre. The latter should more properly be termed 
the Theatre of Literature and Art. Itis to be 
— that some one, like Mr. Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, who so happily named the olub called 
The Players, may find aname suitable for this 
new theatrical and literary undertaking.

FORGIVEN BY MR. CROKER., 


“RIOTER” BURKE ASKS HIS PARDON 
AND PROMPTLY RECEIVES IT. 


A tall, spare man, with marks of illness upon 
his face, walked into the room of the Committee 
of Twenty-four in Tammany Hall yesterday 
and asked Richard Croker if he could speak with 
him. Mr. Croker looked up and saw a man who 
was a bitter enemy of his in his earlier days, a 
man who had once deliberately remained away 


from court when his  secnceng there as a wit- 
ness, it was said, would have promptly cleared 
Richard Croker of the charge of murder. 

Mr. Croker's visitor was ‘“* Rioter ” Burke, 
whose performance with a white horse in the 
draft riots won for him the nickname which has 
stuck to him ever since. In 1874, when the row 
between the Croker and O’Brien factions took 

lace on Second Avenue, &® man was shot and 

ilied. Mr. Croker was arrested forthe murder. 
Burke saw the shot fired and knew Mr. Croker 
did not fire it. Acting, as it is now claimed, 
under the advice of others, he refused to testify. 

**I am sick,” said Burke to Mr. Croker yester- 
day. “I havebuta very few days to live, I 
think, and I don’t want to die unforgiven. I 
have done great Wrongs against you. I came to 
ask your pardon—to get you to forgive me be- 
fore I die.” 

Burke wanted to make a long public confes- 
sion of various offenses against Mr. Croker, and 
to explain why he did not appear in courtat the 
time Mr. Croker was under indictment. The 
latter, however. assured him that he was for- 
given, and that he did not care to have him re- 
cite his offenses. 

“You will forgive me, then, and grant me 
your pardon? I don’t want to die without it.”’ 

“Yes, Burke,” said Mr. Croker; “I'll forgive 
you. Go home and take care of yourself.” 

Then the sick man walked slowly out of the 
Wigwam, and the Tammany chief went on with 
his usual daily business.

SUIT OVER ILLEGAL TREE CUTTING. 
Sr. Lours, Feb. 8.—Argument in the case of 
the United States Government against Chris- 
topher Stevenson and others was heard in the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals in this 
city to-day. The Government is suing to re- 
cover the value of about 1,000,000 logs cut by 
Stevenson and his partners in the lumber busi- 
ness on lands of. which the Government claims 
the ownership. 

The lands are situated in Minnesota, where 
the defendants have been ta the lumber busi- 
ness. There has been so much timber stealin 
by lumbermen in that section, and a crimin 
case ia so hard to prove, that a civil action has 
been brought.

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TWO SHOCKS WERE NEEDED 
MURDEREL M’ELVAINE MET DEATH 
IN SING SING PRISON. 


HE DIED INSTANTLY AS A CONSCIOUS 
MAN, BOT AS AN ANIMAL LIVED 
AFTER THE CURRENT WAS FIRST 
TURNED OFF—EDISON’S IDEA FAILED. 


SING SING, Feb. 8.—Once again the State of 
New-York has crushed from the body of 4 
murderer the life which he had forfeited to 
society. Once again the electrical execution, 
which supplanted hanging by legislative order, 
has been tried. Charles E. McElvaine, who, 
nearly two years and a half ago, murdered, 
without provocation, Grocer Christian Luca, 
was legally killed in the prison here shortly 
after 11 o’clock this morning. 

For the first time since the killing of Kemm- 
Jer at Auburn Prison the public is able to get 
information regarding the execution direct from 
the disinterested newspaper reporters who were 
present. The removal of the provision of the 
original law which forbade the giving of news 
concerning the executions to the press makes 
it possible now to give the more satisfying evi- 
dence of the men whose business it is to see and 
hear what is going on in the world and keep the 
public informed thereof. All of whioh is im- 
portant, as the story of the execution of Mc- 
Elvaine is important, simply and only so far 
as it will enable the public to determine for it- 
self whether or not the substitution of the elec- 
trical chair for hanging as a method of capital 
punishment was and is consistent with the hu- 
mnanity and the sense of decency thatis sup- 
posed to bo a component part of the civilization 
of the time. It was with that idca that the law 
creating the punishment was passed. 

McElvaine is the seventh murderer put to 
death by the State authorities according to the 
provisions of thatlaw. The first was Kemmler, 
killed at Auburn Prison. Representatives of 
the press saw his death struggle, and a majority 
of the experts and other witnesses who were in 
that death chamber agreed with the newspaper 
men that amore disgraceful, revotting, and in- 
human killing by law could scarcely be con- 
ceived as having taken place among a civilized 
peeple. Four murderers, Siocum,.Smiler, Wood, 
an@ Jugiro, were next placed in the death chair 
atthe prison here. No representatives of the 
pzess were admitted then. 

A lesson had been learned by the experts in 
the death chamber at Aubura and the execu- 
tion of the four men here was less horrible than 
Kemmler’s end, the machinery and apparatus 
having been looked after by skilled hands. From 
the stories gleaned from the witnesses it was 


evident, however, that the fearful story of 
Kemmler’s end must be repeated in many of its 
most shocking details. Those wlio were present 


who had been active in sapport of the measure - 


creating the punishment declared that the exe- 
cutions were @ success, but the general ten- 
denoy of the testimony went to show otherwise. 

The death chair here was next the scene of 
Loppy’s death Again the news, rs were do- 
barred, and again Shrough uestioning the 
witnesses, a story of the execution was spread 


that did little to allay the dissatisfaction in the’ 


public mind in regard to the method which the 
accounts of the previous experiments with it 
ad left there, still the experts said thatthe 
ppy execution Was the most successful, from 
all standpoints, that had been accomplished 
under the electrical method. 

Now Mecelivaine has met his just end. The 
newspapers have witnessed by work of the 
electrical chair once more. [t ls not necessary 
to record concerning it the sickening story thut 
had to be written after witnessing Kemmler’s 
end. The execution was not a siaughter or a 
butchery, as was his. The story of it is any- 
thing but a pleasing narrative, however, for the 
execution was characterized, in a modified de- 
gree, by many of the harrowing features that 
characteri Kemmler’s death. ‘ 

The doctors and experts agree that Moll- 
vaine’s execution was not as great asuccess a8 
that of Loppy, but this they ascribe, and with 
apparent justice, to the failure of an experiment 
in the manner of adm tering the current. 
This manner, which was recommended by Edi- 
gon and other electricians, was through the 
hands. The experiment wasa failure. The cur- 
rent was broken after it had been on for fifty 
seconds. Tho man was not then dead, as an an- 
imal, though he had undoubtedly lost all sense 
of consciousness or painlong before. The o}d- 
style electrodes h been placed in position 
around the man’s body before the current was 
turned on through the hands. When it was seen 
that a second contact was necessary they alone 
were used, and the current was turned on for 
another thirty-six seconds. The murderer was 
then pronounced dead by everybody present. 

An execution by any method is an awe-inespir- 
ing ordeal for a man t pass through, Dut an ex- 
ecution by electricity, avcording to the alleged 
scientific method which this State has adopted 
is declared by men who have Witnessed it and 
have also witnessed tho work of the gallows, 
the guillotine, and the gun to be infinitely the 
mnost awlul. 

Warden Brown last week invited his wit- 
messes to the execution, as the law requires. 
They were ordered to be at the prison before 10 
o’clock this morning. They began to arrive on 
the early trains. The prison oftice was closed 
to all but those who heid invitations, and armed 
guards intercepted anybody who attempted to 
enter. The witnesses all arrived before 10 
o’clock. They were Dr. & B. Ward, Albany; 
Prof. L. H. Laudy, Columbia College; Dr. L. A. 
Saxer, Syracuse; Dr. T. 8 Robertson, New- 
York; Dr. Herbert F. Williams, Brooklyn; Dr. 
F. O. Donohue, Syracuse; Dr. J. Marill, 
Poughkeepsie; Dr. A. F. Carroll, Brooklyn; 
Dr. J. Hasbrouck, Pert Ewen, N. Y.; Dr. C. F. 
MaeDonald, New-York; Dr. Ira & Van Giesen, 
New-York; P. J. Doyle, Brooklyn; Assembly- 
man Myer J. Stein, New-York; Frank W. Mack, 
Associated Press; Frank Clark, United Press; 
Cc. H. Winslow, New-Yorm /ribunc; Arthur 
Greaves, NEW-YORK T:mps; W. J. Chamberlain, 
New-York Sun ; C. Russell, New-York Herald; 
T. D. Davis, Press News Oe Arthur 
Brisbane, New-York World ; W. J. Jenks, Brook- 
lyn; A. F. Kennelly, lectrical' kngineer, New- 
York. 

It was strange that during the hour these 
men sat around the Warden’s office waiting for 
the signal which many of them really feared to 
hear, they talked about every concievable sub- 
ject except the one that was uppermost in all 
their minds. Just about 11 o’clock Warden 
Brown came into hie office. He had been down 
in the prison with Prof. Laudy of Columbia Col- 
lege and Electrician Davis taking a last look at 
the machinery to see that everything was right. 
** We'll zo now, gentlemen,” he said. 

Led by the Warden and sturdy, kind-hearted 
Head Keeper Connaughton,the witnesses passed 
down through several winding passages to the 
door of the brick building built especially for 
an execution chamber. All uncovered their 
heads as they stepped into the chamber and 
atood before the chair in which they were so 
goon to see the spark of a human life extin- 
guished as cfiectually as the tiny flame of a 
candle is extinguished by a puffof wind) Arow 
of stools had been placed around the chamber 
against the wall. On these all of the witnesses 
except the official doctors—Ward and Macdon- 
ald—the Warden, Prof. Laudy, and the deputies 
took seats. With a feeling of awe they gazed at 
the death-dealing machinery. 

Warden Brown broke the solemn silence that 
prevaiied by stating thathe wanted it distinctly 
understood that the two official physicians, 
ap Laudy, and himself were responsible for 

he success or non-success of the execution. He 
wanted everybody to remember therefore that 
no interference would be brooked. If advice 
mwas asked foritcould be ulven. If not, every 
body must hold bis peace or he would be ejected 
from the death chamber. 

The witnesses had noticed that the death 
phair was different from that which had been 
fused at previous executions. In general outline 
it was much the same, bit the arms were en- 
tirely different. In the old chair there were 
broad, fiat arms, on which the arms of the sub- 

ect rested and were strapped bclow the elbow. 
Zhe arm pieces of the new chair were high and 
Zitted close underthe armpits of the subject, 
slanting steeply downward to the front so that 
when the arms of tlie murdererrested upon them 
this bands were drawn at the side of the chair, 
just below the level of the seat. There were straps 
4or the wrists there, and fastened to the chair, 
gust beneath these straps, were large jars, 

olding perhaps two quarts each. They were 
Zilled with salt water. One of these jars 
owas entered by a wire from beneath and the 
other by a wire from above. The familiar elec- 
trode for the bead dangled from the armature 
above the chair, and resting just beside it was 
the electrode, such as has always been used for 
the leg. The whole clair rested ona mat of 
rubber. 

Dr. MacDonald made a statement which ex- 
plained the change in the chair and at the same 
time occasioned some surprise. “ We propose 
to vary the method of contact in this case,” he 
said. ‘The contact will be made through the 
hands. ‘The hande wi!l be immersed in the jars 
placed on the side of the chair. Many sugges- 
Lions have been made, as the result of our ex- 
periences in the past, looking to more perfect 
contact. Many soijentitic men, among them Mr. 
Edison, have suggested the plan which will be 
adopted here to-day, which will establish a 
circuit through the hands between two waiter- 
filled jars. Asa matter of precaution, we will 
adjust the electeodes used in previous execu- 
tions so that, if they are necded, we can uso 
them. The rubber sacks hanging above the 
chair are {filled with a salt solution, and oarry 
the proper woisture to those electrodes.” 

It was just 11:08 o’clock when Warden Brown 
turned to Connaughton and a deputy and said 
guietly: “ Bring in McElvaine.”” The cells for 
oondemned murderers aro at the end of a sbort 
corridor leading from the execution chamber. 
As the deputies went down the corridor, their 
footsteps could be heard until they stopped in 
frout oi the cell of the mun whose remaining 
zomen!e of Jife were few indeed. 

The clanging of the iron door of the cell was 
heard. McElvaine kvew that tne ead of his 





worse than wasted life hadcome, and hoe stepped 
out between Father Creeden and Father Smyth, 
who have been laboring with bim ever since he 
was placedin Sing Sing totryand get some- 
thing of the spirit of repentance in his heart. To 
their advances nothing but ineulta were re- 
turned by him until afew days ago, when he 
scemed to lose something of the hardness that 
had previously characterized him and showed 
more the feeiings that a man should in his po- 
sition, 

The voice of Father Creeden was heard in 
solemn prayer as McElvaine, the priests, and 
the deputies approached the death chamber. 
The priest’s voice ceased and then McElvaine'’s 
was heard muttering the prayer that the priest 
had just finished. There was. a deep sigh from 
the witnesses as the condemned stepped into 
the death chamber. McElvaine was an ugly- 
looking fellow always. Though young, he was 
old incrime, and his face showed it. As he 
crossed the few feet from the door to 
the chair, walking without assistance 
and with that indescribable dragging, 
going-all-to-pieces gait peculiar to condemned 
men, it was noticed that his face, naturally sal- 
low, was deadly pale and his lips seemed _blood- 
less. His eyes were fixed on a crucifix of brass, 
which he held in both hands before his eyes, 
and he was muttering rather than saying as & 


prayer: 

“OQ Jesus, help me. O Lord, I am sorry 
that I have offended These. O Almighty Goda, 
I ae sins. O Christ, have mercy. Help 
me, O God.” 

This prayer he murmured as fast as he could 
speak the words. His manner was that of a 
man who was suttering from the most abject 
terror, and who was only saving himeelf from 
collapse by a tremendous effort. With his eyes 
on the crucifix ne walked to the chair. He 
looked upon it for a moment and then raised his 
head again to pray With renewed fervor. Re- 
sistlessly he turned back to the chair at a touch 
from a Goputs. He sat down of his own ac- 
cord. As he did so, he kept the crucifix before 
his eyes. Once he just glanced over itat the 
witnesses and bowed, probably without know- 
ing that he was doing so, to Dr. MacDonald. 

Not for a moment did his lips cease to frame 
the simple plea for Divine mercy that the priests 
had taught him, though it is doubtful if he 
really knew what he was saying. The ——— 
were strapping him inthe chair. The he fece 
was adjusted, and the visor, with ite leathern 
straps, plaeed over his face. His hands were 
plunged into the jars and strapped at the 
wrists. The great strap was drawn tightly 
about his chest and the straps were fastened 
around his ankles. The right leg to the knee 
was bared and the leg electrode was fastened 
there. When the right hand was plunged into 
the jar the cruoitix was gently removed from it 
by Father Creeden. 

All the time the poor wretch was muttering, 
« Oh, God, I despise my sins. Oh, Christ, I 
heartily repent of the evil I have done.” 
was an agony in his voice that spoke volumes 
concerning the mighty effort he was making to 
bear up. The ofticial physicians stood by, stop 
watches in hand. The Warden was at the side 
of the chair, and Prot. Laudy was at the signal 
buttons, ready to have the current turned on 
when the Warden should drop his handkerchiet. 

All was ready. The muttered prayer was 
still continuing, but it had risen in pitch ‘O 
Lord! have merey,” cried the wretch in the 
chair, and then, ina frenzy of agony, he shout- 
ed, “‘ Let her go!” 


The handkerchief was dropped just as the- 


word go left the condemned man’s lips. The 
switch was turned that threw the current into 
the jars, where the hands were immersed, but 
not into the other electrodes. The body of the 
man immediately became rigid. It strained at 
the straps as the muscles contracted until it 
seemed as though they must break. That por- 
tion of the face that could be seen expressed 
terrible agony, due to the contraction of 
the facial muscles. The lips became purple. 

The wrists were white first, but banda of purple 
appeared around where the straps confined 
them. The witnesses hardly breathed. Saliva 
was running freely from the dying man's mouth, 
forming a froth thit ran down over his cloth- 
ing. or fifty seconds this lasted, and then Dr. 
MacDonald said sharply, “‘ Close.” 

Instantly the current was turned off. It was 
then 11:12:39 o’clock. Dr. Ward reached down 
into one of the jars to fee) for pulse beats when 
from the livid lips of the condemned there came 
@ great quantity of sputum. Then the chest 
whioh the man had filied with air as he ha 
nerved nimeself for the final moment, began to 
sink and it seemed as though he breathed. 
There was @ long-continued groan, deep and 
sonorous. 

“Apply the current through the head and leg 
electrodes,”’ said Dr. MacDonald, hastily. 

It took but a few seconds to get those elec- 
trodes in proper shape for the application, and 
then the current was turned on again, this time 
not through the pee however. The ourrent 
when it entered the body this time, at 11:13:22, 
after an interval of 53 seconds, caused a much 
greater convulsion than at first, showing that 
the resistance was not eo great. it was left on 
until 11:13:58, or 36 seconds. During the in- 
terval the salt solution, which was running from 
the rubber sacks, spread a)l over the face and 
chest of the man, and made him look even more 
horrible, if that were possibldé. 


The — leg began to contract, too, from the 
current that was entering it atthe knee. Then 
the witnesses heard a hissing sound and saw 
what seemed to be curling white smoke coming 
from around the leg electrode. Some say that 
they smelled burning flesh at this time, but 
others did not. “Thatis only steam from the 
wet sponge under the electrode,” sajd Dr. Mac- 
Donald. Just then the current was turned off. 

There was no doubt thaf the man was per- 
fectly dead this time. “Experience seems to 
teach us,” said Dr. MacDonald, “‘that the con- 
tact of the current at the frontal bone and the 
leg is better than atany other point, and the test 
with the hands to-day seems to prove it.” Whiie 
he was saying this the dead man was being un- 
strapped from the chair. When the straps were 
nnloosened his body sank down all of a hea 
The clothing was opened over the chest, and, 
one by one, all the physicians present went for- 
ward to place their ears to the body and listen 
for any heartbeats, Fortunately for some of 
the witnesses, Connaughton opened the door 

just about that time and let in some fresh air. 

Dr. Robertson was the only one of the physt- 
cians present who used a stethoscope in testing 
the heart. He found no pulsation, bnt he de- 
clared openly that he thought any method of 
contact which required a second application 
wae “brutal.” 

“JT think every physician here will agree,” 
said Dr. MacDonald, “that the man was dead 
the moment the current entered his system first. 
If there is | physician who thinks differently 
I hope he will not hesitute to speak.” 

“T will agree with thatso far as the instan- 
taneous death of the conscious man is con- 
cerned,” said Dr. Robertson, “but must take 
issue if you mean to imply that the death of the 
animal man was instantaneous.”’ 

“The subject is dead now asa man and as an 
animal,” said Dr. Ward. ‘The conscious life of 
the man was instantancously ended by the first 
shock, and Dr. Van Giesen, by experiments just 
made, announces positively that the man is how 
absolutely dead as an animal, the flesh being 
peeey dead when pinched or raised with a 

calpel. 

“Oh, he is dead enough now, undoubtedly,” 
answered Dr. Robertson, “‘but the man was not 
dead when the current was first turned off. 
However, here, in the presence of the dead, it is 
not necessary to disouss the matter.” 

A dissecting table was brought in, the body 
was stripped, and the dootors soon went to 
work on their autopsy. When the head electrode 
Was removed it was seen that there were 
small blisters on the temple. There was 
a great open burn, as big as a 
man’s hand, on the dead man’s leg 
where the “‘steam ”’ had been seen coming from. 
it did not look as though burned with a hotiron, 
but rather as flesh that had been boiled. The 
wound was of considerable depth. 

The autopsy showed McElvaine to have been 
a manor good health, all his organs being nor- 
mal It showed no evidence of imbecility or in- 
sanity, as was claimed might be the case when 
MoElvaine wasfon strial. The defense at that 
time set up that the prisoner’s mind was not 
normal because of disorder resulting from the 
lodginent of a bean in his ear while a youth. 
The autopsy proves this claim was groundless. 
No foreign substance was found in elther ear or 
brain. Dr. MacDonald affirms that examination 
of the brain demonstrates that McElvaine was 
thoroughly sane, the substances and tissues 
being entirely normal. This execution being 
the only one besides that of Kemmler that has 
been witnessed by the newspaper men, some 
interesting comparisons can be made between 
them—the first and the seventh under the elec- 
trical method—by the men who saw them both 
and who talk as laymen rather than as experts. 
Five and one-half minutes elapsed from 
Kemmler’s entrance to the instant of tiret con- 
tact, which lasted 17 seconds. In McElvaine’s 
case only 2 minutes elapsed between his en- 
trance and the first contact, which lasted 49 seo- 
onds. At Auburn 1 minute and 40 seconds 
elapsed between the end of first contact and the 
tirst evidence of respiration; reflex action was 
observed about 35 seconde after first contact. 

And just at this point arises an interesting 
comparison between the post-contact move- 
ment of the subject at Auburn and that in Me- 
Iivaine’s case. Sputa was exuded with more 
force from Koemuler’s lips. There was not only 
an exhalation of air pent up in the lungs at the 
time of the shock, but that was followed by in- 
balation and exhalation again and regular ryth- 
mic inspirations and exhalations during a 
period of one minute and forty seconds. 
it was this continued and louder growing 
respiration that ied Dr. Shrady, whe was = 
ent at Auburn, to conclude that the first shock 
had not destroyed at the nerve centre that sys- 
om or train of nerves which contro! reepiratery 
action. 

In McElvaine’s case the post-contact action 
differed sharply. The sound wae that clearly 
following the exhaustion or escapes of pent-up 
air from the lungs. Then there was a flabby, 
chucking sound in the throat. It was obvious- 
ly just what Dr. MacDonald claimed it was, 
viz., reflex muscular action which was not ac- 
companied by any impulse from the nerve cen- 

tre controlling the respiration. . 

The deduction is that Kemmler might, as Dr. 
Shrady believed, have, been resuscitated by hy- 
podermics of brandy after the first period of 
contact. In MoElvaine’s case the nerve cen- 
tres were destroyed at first contact. The sec- 
ond contact upon Kemmler was of two and 
one-quarter minutes’ duration, broken twice 
quickly; that upon McElvaiue waa only thirty- 
six seconds by the doctor’s record. The volt. 
age at Auburn was saié to be 1,700, though none 
of the invited guests wers permitted to examine 
the switchboard. At that time twenty incandes- 
cent lamps were left burning, with a drain upon 
the circuit of about fifty volts for each. Al- 
lowing besides for ioss by friction on the wires 
and for loss at points of contact, it has poen 





thought that not more than 600 volts actually 
entered Kemmler. : 

To-day twenty test lamps were kept burning 
at the time of contact, but they were not ‘in 
train,” sothat lese voltage was expended on 
them. Fifteen per cent. of electro-motive force 
is believed to be lost at points of contact, and 
to-day the dedu¢tions for losses and ses 
lamps probably left the voltage at 1,3 
which was applied to the subject. Kemm- 
ler’s was the tirst, and experience then 
and subsequently has pean and secured 
more ready action and more effective precau- 
tions and appliances. To institute a comparison 
would be obviously untair were it not that Prof. 
Laudy of the Columbia School of Mines con- 
demned the Auburn plant before it was 
employed to kill Kemmler.. The belt at 
the dynamo is said to have been held 
on to the pulley of the shafting with 
sticks in the hands of attendants 
while the current was being made that was dis- 
charged into Kemmler. To-day all was steady 
and thoroughly tested. The result to-day, from 
the standpoint of a layman who in each in- 
stance observed what he saw, is vastly more 
satisfactory. Possibly Kemmler might have been 
resuscitated after the first contact, while the 
possibility of resuscitating MoElvaine after the 
first contact seems équally improbable. 

The official record of the execution gives the 
following figures: First contact, 11:11:49 A. 
M.; period of first contact, 50 seconds; second 
contact, 11:13:22; — of second contact, 36 
seconds; voltage first contact, 1,600 volts; 
voltage second contact, 1,500 volts; amperage 
tirst contact, 2 to 3 1-10; amperage second con- 
tact, 7 throughout. 

The amperage record shows that Mr, Edison 
was entirely mistaken in recommending that 
the current be applied through the hands. Hig 
idea was that there would be much less resist- 
ance to the electric 
the arteries Of the wrist than through 
the thick bone of the skull. The record, 
however, shows that the resistance through the 
hands was twice as great as the other way. 
This was a good deal of a surprise to Prof. 
Laudy. Dr. MacDonald, when spoken to regard- 
ing it, said: “Edison aera reasoned all 
right from his standpoint as an electrician, but 
all wrong from the standpoint of a physician.” 

The doctors had not a great deal to say about 
what they had witnessed. All were eed that 
the murderer suffered no pain after the current 
firat struck him, but Dr. Robertson and Dr. 
Milay were firm in their statements wes life was 
not extinct when the current was first turned 
off Dr. Ward admitted that he was not pulse- 
less then. Dr. Robertson said he hadseen men 
hanged, guillotined, and shot, and he considered 
the electrical execution the most revolting 
of the lot. He did not consider it ‘brutal’ 
so much as ~“brutalizing.” “ One f 
its worst features, tomy mind,” said he, “ia 
the effect it must have upon the deputies of the

THE SILVER QUESTION. 





AN ARGUMENT AGAINST THE PROPOSED 
MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Franocis G. Newlands 
to-day addressed the House Committee on Coin- 
age, Weights, and Measures on the international 
monetary conference phase of the silver ques- 
tion, opposing the proposition. 

Two international conferences, he said, had 
been held, resulting in nothing. It was humilli- 
ating to an American to read those conference 
proceedings and find America in the position al- 
most of a suppliant, begging European nations 
to help her to restore silver, which she was the 
first to strike down. In 1886 Edward Atkinson 
reported that there was no {reason to suppose 
that an international conference would amount 
to anything, and the President, in his last mes- 
sage, said he had found no change in European 
sentiment on the silver question. Notwith- 
standing these statements, certain gentlemen 
on the Republican side who had always opposed 
free silver coinage and certain Democrats who 
were active In attacks on the Republican Party 
last year for delay in restoring silver were urg- 
ing a postponement of free silver legislation to 
await an international conference. 

Mr. Newlands then went on to show why the 
United States should adopt free silver coinage 
oad and why nothing could be expected of 

urope.

RUSSIA'S GREAT DISTRESS,

SHE WAR MINISTER'S COMPLAINT=PRO- 
TEST OF THE ZEMSTOVS, 


81. PETERSBURG, Feb. 8.—The Minister of 
‘War bas complained to the Czar that the meas- 
ures taken to expedite the transportation of 
‘wheat to the famine districts have disturbed 
“the plans of army mobilization, and would 
seriously hamper the movements of troops in 
‘the event of war. 

Little is now heard here of the famine. The 
conilition of the roads has been such that no 
matter how large a supply of grain the Govern- 
ment had at its disposal, if could not be distrib- 
ute owing to’the impossibility of conveyauces 
of any kind reaching the places where the dis- 
tress prevails. This is changed now. Heavy 
snows have fallen, a strong crust has formed, 
and goods and grain may be conveyed in 
sledges to any pari of the empire. Much grain 
has already reached the famine-siricken prov- 
inces, and, according to the reports received 
hero, the condition of the sufferers has much im- 
proved. . 

Since itis now possible to ship grain into the 
districts where the scarcity prevails, Gen. Av- 
nenkoff, a member of the Famine Relief Com- 
mittee in charge of the transportation of sup- 
plies, has abandoned his project of breaking the 
ice in the Volga River to allow of vessels being 
used to convey grain to the ports along the 
river. Itis the general opinion here that the 
distressed provinces will now be enabied to hold 
out until Spring. 

The Government has abandoned its intention 
of rapidly pushing the trans-Siberian railway 
to completion. One of the propositions made to 
relieve the famine sufferers was to employ 
thousands of the peasants in the work of build- 
ing this road, and the abandonment of the plan 
is taken to indicate that the Government be- 
lieves the famirie situation has been so much re- 
lieved that it will not be necessary to furnish 
this work to aid the peasants. The sections of 
the road already commenced will be finished 
without any extraordinary haste, and with the 
usual force of men. ‘To carry out this work the 
sum of 1,500,000 rubles 1a annually required. 


The above dispatch shows that the people of 
St. Petersburg take an exceedingly optimistic 
view of the situation, and it does not agree with 
the reports received from other sources. The 
situation must indeed be serious, to say the 
least, when the Zemstvos, the local adminis- 
trative bodies, issue a proclamation like that 
published in the London Daily Graphic of Jan. 
830, which has been characterized as the most 
outspoken and daring expression of public 
opinion that ever emanated from Russia. The 
full text of this proclamation, a brief report of 
which has already been cabled to the United 
States, is as follows: 
hi: Millions of hunger-stricken wretches are 
stretching out their hands to the well-fed for 
help; we place in these outstretched hands 
mere trifles. The Government is undertaking 
various energetic measures to avert the calam- 
ity; is giving out loans and assistance for pro- 
visions, for sowing the fields, for feeding the 
cattle; privileged tariffs are established on the 
railways for the starving peasantry and for the 


‘arriage of corn; the exports of breadstuiis 
i,:road is forbidden; public works are set on 
:¥%ot; the receipt of olferings is started; a 
: social committee is established under the Presi- 
dentsbip of the Czarowitch. But the attitude of 
society to the tamine remains languid. 

‘The Government even establishes a State 
lottery in order to attract private means to the 
aid of the famine stricken by interesting so- 
ciety in the chances of gain by exciting its 
greed. -So low have fallen the descendants of 
Minin and Pozharesky, who notso long since 
griédged neither money nor their own biood for 
an object not so near—for the liberation of their 
Slavonic brothers. Are they not our brothers 
who are groaning in their distress, dying of 
starvation ¢ Have we, instead of hearts, but 
podkets, from which five rubles can only be 
drawn by the hope of winning a hundred thou- 
sand? We do not believe in the baseness 
of Russian society. The tickets of the 
State lottery will be bought up, but its 
establishment will remain an insult unde- 
servedly cast upon society by the hand of the 
Government. Nota mere five millions, which 
will be realized by the corrupting means of a 
State lottery, wouid society have given lad full 
s¢ope been granted its best, its nobiest feelings. 
A clesn business demands clean hands, but the 
Government is afraid to loosen the clean hands. 

“By taking extreme measures it acknowl 
edges an extreme calamity. Nothing oan be 
more alarming than the prohibition of the ox- 
port of corn or the establishment of a special 
committer. But at the same time, from fear of 
alarm, the press dares not speak freely of the 
extent of the calamity, andin 8t. Petersburg a 
public lecture on the famine by a correspondent 
just returned from the gffected Governments is 
forbidden. [t was enough for the Governor of 
Saratow, Gen. Kositch, to earn the vconti- 
dence of society for him to be translat- 
ed to another destinatiov—appointed com- 
mander of the Ninth Corps d’Armée. 
The charitable activity ofthe family of Count 
Yolstoi is protected only by the name of the 
famous novelist. Openly offeredhelp isrefused 
when those who offer it demand guarantees that 
the help shall reach its destination. People 
who desire to give alms are compelled to ask 
authorization and then do Bot always get it. 
People who desire to feed the starving are com- 
pelled to make their way almost furtively to the 
Village selected for their efforts. 

“The Government, arm@i with all the 
weapons of a state of siege, filling Siberia and 
the jails with suspected persous, fears a revo- 
lutionary propaganda. The Government that 
has robbed us of all the reforms of Alexander 
II., that has deprived svciety of its partidipu- 
tion in public life, has brought Russia to starva- 
tion. such a Government cannot solve the 
present problem with its own forces. The 
calamity is only in its initial stage. With the 
Spring only will be disclosed its actual propor- 
tions in the shaking of all the foundations of 
economic life. How it willend if the Govern- 
ment does not change its attitude to soviety— 
whether in State bankruptcy, a new terror, the 

»olitical enfeeblement and dismemberment of 
tussia, in a popular rising, deluged with the 
people’s blood—no one can foresee. But there 
is yet time. 

“We believe in the Russian land. We believe 
she holds withiu herself sufficient store of forco. 
The salvation of the Russian land is in itself, 
and not in Ministers, Governors General, and 
Governors. Governors General, Ministers, and 
Governors have brought Russia to the very 
brink of the precipice. Itis time to recognize 
other people. Only the calling of the elected 
representetives of the land and the free discus- 
sion of the present situation will destroy the 
lukewarmness and the incredulity of society, 
will make corrupting lotteries unnecessary, 
will call forth the enthusiasm of seli-sacrifice 
which ever saved Russia.”

CHAPMAN ADJUDGED INSANE. 
‘THE JURY SAY SO AND» HE WILL BE 


CONFINED IN A PRIVATE ASYLUM. 


Hawley Chapman, the actor, whose wife was 
shotaud very nearly killed by Herbert Sear- 
vant on Nov. 23, was himself adjudged insane 
yesterday by a jury in Judge Cullen’s part of 
the Supreme Court, Brooklyn. He was arrested 
several weeks ago on complaint of his wife, 
who charged him with threatening to kill her, 
and he has been in Raymond Street Jail ever 
sivce. He was taken down to the court yester- 
day morning and during all the proceedings he 
sat beside his wife and talked with her, evi- 
dently in an amusing way, for she laughed 
heartily several times. He did not look at all 
like an insane man and acted like one who had 


only a moderate degree of interest in what was 
oingon. He prompted his lawyer, ex-Judge 

‘ook, several times, suggesting questions. 

It required very little time to get a jury, and 
then Lawyer Anderson told the story of the 
shooting of Mrs. Chapman by Searvant, her 
husband’s nurse, aud of Chapman’s — be- 
havior and frequent threats to deatroy his wife. 
The tirst witness, Charles Herrmann, was @& 
nurse employed by Chapman, and he testitied 
that the prisoner frequently stationed himself 
in front of looking glasses and laughed and cried 
for long periods. 

Dr. Joseph Creamer and Dr. Joseph M. Cream- 
er, who examined Chapman in the jail, testified 
that he wasa dipsomaniac, and that he would 
not have strength evough to resist a temptation 
to commita crime. They thought he was likely 
to commit suicide or homicide. 

Dr. E. J. Bunker testitied that he examined 
Chapman and advised that he be sent to an 
asylum. During recess the lawyers got together 
and agreed to put Chapman tn a private asylum 
known as Breezehurst Terrace, at Whitestone, 
L. L, and they consulted Judge Callen; but the 
latter refused to consider the matter until after 
the jury had passed on the case. 

Jere Wernberg, who was the Chapman family 
lawyer, took the stand after recess and testified 
that before the shooting of his wife Chapman 
wasina very bad condition, nervous and con- 
fused, and that be rarely greeted any one until 
prompted to do so by his wife. He acted likea 
child. Since that he had improved. 

This closed the case against Chapman, and 
Dre. Metcalf and O’Connell of the Charities De- 

artment were called to testify tohis sanity. 
They said they had examined him carefully and 
concluded that he was sane, although in a very 
feeble condition. 

Counsel summed up very quickly and Judge 
Cullen’s charge occupied only a few minutes, 
whereupon the jury retired. Chapman stepped 
out into the corridor, bought a newspaper, and 
returned to his seatto read it. ‘he jury soon 
retired and announced that the verdict was that 
Chapman was of unsound mind and unable to 
care for his property. 

ve gy paidno attention to the verdict, al- 
though he understood its purport, and, turning 
to his wife, said: ‘“‘Any place that suits you 
will suit me.” Breezehurst Terrace was ten 
me upon, and Chapman will be taken t..re 
to-day. 


HARRIS SENTENCED TO DIE

IN THE WEEK BEGINNING MARCH 21 
—A NOTICE OF APPEAL. 


One of the largest crowds that ever gathered 
around the brownstone building where crimi- 
nals are tried congregated yesterday, it being 
known that Carlyle W. Harris would be sen- 
tenced for poisoning his wife. Most of the 
throng were disappointed. After the sentence, 
Harris, handcuffed to two Deputy Sheriffs, was 
hurried out at the front door and taken to the 
Tombs in a Fourth Avenue car. 

Lawyer Taylor made the expected motion for 
anew trial. Harris sat at his side while he was 
talking. Mr. Taylor hada dozen points upon 
which he asked for a new trial. A general one 
was based upon all the exceptions taken in get- 
ting the jury, upon evidence offered, and upon 
exceptions to the charge of the court. One 
point was a variance between the indict- 
ment and the evidence. It was held that 


the indictment charged that Helen Neilson 
Potts had died from a five-grain dose of mor- 
phine, while the evidence showed that sulphate 
of morphine was the drug in question. Another 
point was that the indictment had not been 
signed by the District Attorney or by a full as- 
sistant. 

“I see no reason,” replied the Recorder, 
“why I should alter any rulingI have made 
during the trial.” 

Clerk Carroll asked Harris if there was any 
reason why sentencs should not be pronounced. 
The prisoner rose and faced the Court. He was 
eee as unconcerned as he was at the 
trial. 

* Harris,” said the Court, “you were tried by 
ajury of unusually intelligent men, men, I be- 
lieve, of the strictest integrity, who heard the 
evidence in the case with patience and atten- 
tion and arrived at a result that you were guilty 
of murder, depriving your wife of her life by ad- 
ministration of morphine. As I stated at the 
time the verdict was given, and asI believe now 
after again examining the case, I think no other 
verdict could have been rendered upon the evi- 
dence.” . 

Tho Recorder referred to the exeellent manner 
in which the lawyers had prepared the case. 
The work of the junior counsel, Wi'liam Travers 
Jerome, was specially commended. The Record- 
er then directed that the punishment of death 
»e suffered on a day to be determined in the 
week beginning March 21. 

The necessary notice of appeal and stay pre- 
ome appeal was immediately served upon the 

lerk.

The coal stocks monopolized attention to-day, 
the trading in them being something phenom- 
ensl In Reading, for instance, in the first 
twenty winutes the transactions footed up no 
less than 12()000 shares, and Lackawanna, Jer- 
sey Ccutral, and Erie were also active, but of 
course considerably leas 60. The total of ail 
transactions for the day was 773,917 shares, 
the equal of which has not been seen on the 
Stock Exchange in several years. The absence 
of unusual activity outside of the group moen- 
tioned was noteworthy. 

While all the coal stocks were buoyant, Lack- 
awanna scored the greatest advance, 744 points, 
but it held only 64 at the close. Reading sold 
up to 504s, but closed at 4953,a net gain of 4 
points. \New-Jersey Central closed % lower 
than its highest, but retained a gain of 34% 
points. Delaware and Hudson was the least 
active of the group and closed only % higher. 
Erie, which has rapidly developed into an im- 
portant coal ¢arrier, was benefited to the extent 
of 1% points on nearly as large transactions as 
there were in Reading, the latter being a half- 
share stock, 

Leading bonds “were also very active, and 
they made sharp advances. In fact, asa result 
of the day’s operations in the stuck and bond 
markets the Reading property has apparently 
increased in value just about $3,500,000. 

The day’s movement was based on some im- 
portant plan for the control of the coal trade, 
but just what the nature of itis has not been de- 
veloped. It is the best-kept secret which the 
Street has hadin many years. There were all 
kinds of theories, but no facts. Many people 
found two reasons tor the advance in Lacka- 
wanna, the first, of course, being the coal situa- 
tion and the general prosperity of the road, and 
the second clique buying through 8. V. White. 
It was intimated that Mr. White was operating 
tor some of his old friends for whom he had 
made a great deal of money in a deal in Lacka- 
wanna a few years ago. At one time there was 
a difference of 14% points for Lackawanna 
“cash” and “regular way,” indicating a possi- 
ble corner in the stock. 

The general market did not respond to the 
movement in the coal group until the after- 
noon, and then it became fairly strong. North- 
ern Pacific preferred was particularly active 
and the price advanced. Private information 
is to the effect that the earnings of the road 
are improving and that for the first week in 
lebruary they will show an increase of $15,000. 
The amount is not large in itself, but it con- 
trasts very favorably with recent large de- 
creases. There was also a story of an intent 
on the part of insiders to squeeze the large short 
interest in the steck. Rumor also threatened a 
similar proceeding against the shorts in Atchi- 
son and Louisville and Nashville. 

Outside of the stocks already mentioned, the 
gains for the day were not important. Toledo, 
St. Louis and Kansas City common advanced 3 
and the preferred 2%. Other gains were: Last 
Tennessee second preferred and Ohio Southern, 
each 2; Richmond Terminal preferred, 1%; Buf- 
faio, Rochester and Pittsburg preferred and 
Erie preferred, each 149; Peoria, Decatur and 
Evansville, 134; New-York and New-England 
and Tennessee Coal and Iron, each 1; Louis- 
ville and Nashville, Ontario and Western, and 
Northern Pacitic preferred, each 7, and North- 
western preferred, Burlington, 8t. Paul, and 
Union Pacific, each %. Edison General de- 
clined 144.
